An Orderly Guards the Cottage, While the 
Open Book and Stoppea Clock 

Ave Ghown to Bightsoors. | 


New York, August &—The Grant eottage 
Mt. MoGregor beeomes 


the Molnthin summit, 
romanee ahd history begin 
the eteries that are told 
him in Ria last days, ' 

General Grant died August 7, 1685, and 

inute he eased to breathe Volonel 
Fred Grant, stepping over to the high man- 
teipieee, opened the face of the little bronze 
100K Ghd stopped its hands forever. 

“Father watched thowe hands too many 
weary -houre for them to continue moving. 
Tnely Work Gh GArth, Hike his, is ended,” 
@aid He. And the clock has hever been 
touched siuce, or wound up, of in any way 
Gisturbed. ven the f@iass face is not 

closed, but ts lert half open as it 
@iipped fram the trembling hands of the 
@0A WhO Was devoted until the last. 

The hands of the clock point to eight 
minutes after & It Was that time in the 
morning, after many reports of his death 
@uring the night, that General Grant died. 

What is ealled now the Grant cottage 
weed te be the Drexel cottage. It was oc-

cupied by A. J. Drexel as a family resi- 
dence during the time the hotel on the 
mountain was being built. And in this cot- 
tage Mr. Drexel lived during the building 
of the Mt. McGregor railroad in 1882, three 
years before General Grant went up there 
to die. Mr. Drexel] had furnished the cot- 
tage very simply for himself, and when 
the illustrious guests were invited to visit 
the mountain, there was no time to re- 
plenish the stock of household things, as 
the trip, it will be remembered, was a hur- 
ried one. ‘ 
‘The carpet upon the floors is a simple 
ingrain, the kind that one finds on spare 
chambers in the country, and the mantel 
lambrequin is of a brown material, and 
the curtains and chair cushions are no 
better than those you have chosen for 
your simplest summer room. The whole 
room—the one that the general occupied 
so much-4s a suggestion of reddish brown, 
or red and brown, durable colors, and prob- 
ably the ones Mr. Drexel chose when he 
told the proprietor of the old inn on the 
mountain to “fix up the cottage and make 
it comfortable, but not fancy.” Afterward, 
when Mr. Drexel gave up his quarters to 
General Grant, he more than once express- 
ed the wish that he had furnished the cot- 
tage more elaborately. — 

But General Grant did not appear to 
notice these things. He was interested in 
everything and took delticht in looking at 
the simple things provided for him. ‘The 
picture of Abraham Lincoln he was par- 
ticularly gratified to see hung above his 
bed. And more than once, when he seem- 
ed to be choking to death and his family 
gathered around him, his eyes would wan- 
der upward toward that picture. Once he 
said feebly: “Let me get another look at 
the man that made me.” For to the last 
and always Grant insisted that it was 
Lincoln who “gave him a chance” to show 
what he could do in battle. 

When it was definitely settled that the 
Grant family would come to Mt. McGregor, 
hoping to prolong the general’s.life until 
the autumn, which was his best and strong- 
est season, great was the excitement round 
about. Railroad men were busy perfect- 
ing the road; grocers and butchers were 
bringing up supplies as if for an army; the 
best cows in the country were bought and 
brought up by the watchful and anxious 
hosts, and nothing was left undone that 
vould possibly be thought of. And, last of 
all, for fear of one of those untoward ac- 
cidents which do sometimes come with su- 
perh“wman perversity, a railroad expert was 
employed to walk over every inch of the 
Mt. McGregor railroad for the twelve miles 
leading up the mountain, to make sure that 
all was perfectly safe. 


While these things were going on report- | 
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if he was any better for going up there. 


He Would probably have lived as long at 
the ®ifth venue hotel, New York. But 
he Beemed.to enjoy the novelty of his sur- 
roundings and to ‘make himself to home, 
as a grand army man who had served under 
him in the war remarked. om 
Among other things that amused : 
general Was the group of reporters tha 
were stationed on the mountain. 
weré sevénty-five of them, and they lived 
in all softs of ways, from’ the well-cared- 
for ones sent up by wealthy syndicates, 
with quarters at the notel, to the poor fel- 
lows who Were there on their own ac- 
counting, hoping to “make news” out of the 
biggest event of the season. The general 
frequently talked with them and not in- 
frequently helped them out on their copy. 
“you can say I am better today, he 
Would rematk pleasantly in the morning. 
Say that I drank some milk, ate a little 
and am going fot a walk. And be sure 
to add—that J ami grateful to them for their 
terest" : 
That was at first, before the trouble 
came with the voice, .After that he would 
nod to them, smile feebly, and, maybe, to 
a few privileged ones accord a handshake. 
A few days before he died, while he was 
yet strong though appreciative of the last, 
he gave away a few keepsakes to those 
who much wanted them. 


To one he gave a crotched stick, cut 
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AT MT. Mc GREGOR. 

from a Mount McGregor tree, for a cane 
for the daily walk; and to another he gave 
a polished block of wood cut neatly by him- 
self and prepared for a paper weight. 
While to a third he gave a slip of paper 
upon which he had written his daily re- 
quests to his family, and to another his 
lead pencil. And so on. No one who 
wanted a memento was forgotten. And 


the little things, invaluable then, have be- © 


come priceless now. Perhaps Grant ap- 
preciated this and knew he was giving his 
friends legacies for which museums would 
pay hundreds of dollars in a decade of time. 

Adjoining the big room where, upon the 


bed in the corner, he breathed his last, is’ 


a smaller room, where he used to sit at 
night. When one is ill one kngws no law 
for sleep, and the poor general found him- 
self very wakeful about midnight. Mrs. 
Grant slept above, and the general would 
wander about the first story of the little 
cottage trying to find rest. He usually 
found it in this smaller room, now pro- 
vided with two chairs, upon which he used 
to rest for hours during the darkness; and 
here morning would often find him. The 
room commanded a fine view of the moun- 
tain, and from here visitors could be seen 
and the happenings of the place which was 
so suddenly swoVen to considerable sigg by 
his coming. 

Sometimes on these nights the unpleas- 
ant events of his life would come up and 
would overshadow the ones that were hap- 
py. The famous and now historic Grant & 
Ward failure came often to his mind and 
he brooded over it. 

One night he said to his faithful physi- 
cian, who always accompanied him: 

“I suppose you have heard about that 
bank failure!’ ‘ 

“Yes,’’ admitted the doctor; “but why 
not try to think of something pleasanter. 
You know that nobody blamed you at all.” 

‘Yes, but they did,’’ exclaimed the gen- 
eral, excitedly. ‘‘Why the very night of 
the failure, after Ward had fled to Canada, 
there came a reporter to my house to make 
inquiries about my boy Fred. There was a 
rumor that he had gone to Canada, too.” 

“And what did you tell him?’ asked the 
doctor, more to humor the general than to 
find out anything startling. 

“Tell him! Why, you see, he came about 
11 o’clock at night, about this time, and I 
had gone to bed. I heard some one talking 
in the hall and insisting on seeing me. So 
I went out to the head of the stairs in my 
nightshirt. 

“There stood the reporter at the foot of 
the stairs looking up. ‘See here, young 
man,’ said I; ‘see here! Fred Grant hasn’t 
gone to Canada. He couldn’t go! There 
ain’t money enough in the whole Grant 
family to take Fred Grant to Canada. 
That's all, young man!’” 
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IN MEMORIAM. 


Mr. Grier Quigg, of Conyers. 

Conyers, Ga., August 1.—Editor Constitu- 
tion: Your paper published a ftw days ago 
the news of the death of our honored fel- 
low-citizem, Mr. Grier Quigg. Mr. Quigg 
was a gentleman of superior worth, char- 
acter and intelligence. . He was an elder 
in the Presbyterian church. The session 
proposed holding memorial services last 
Thursday, but was prevented by the ex- 
tremely disagreeable weather. | 

This memorial paper, prepared by John R. 
Maddox for that occasion and which s0 
truly and faithfully portrays the character 
of Mr. Quigg, has been obtained for publi- 
cation. 

Being requested by the official members 
of this church to prepare a paper com- 
memorative of 'the life, character and Chris- 
tian usefulness of Mr. Grier Quigg, I am 
free to confess at the outset that the duty 
has been undertaken with a conscious feel- 
ing of utter inability to do merited justice 
to the memory of the honored and noble 
dead. ; 

Well may the question be asked as was 
done afore: ‘Know ye not that a prince 
and a great man has fallen in Israel?’ 

Oh for the pen of some gifted poet to 
sing sweetly and sublimely of the amazing 
beauty and symmetry of the life and char- 
acter of the deceased, and, at the same 
time, in measured notes lengthen out the 
harmonious strain to unfold the glory that 
embalms his Christian usefulness. 

Grier Quigg is gone; gone to the home 
of the beautiful far away, but the stamp 
of his @fe, character and Christian use- 
fulness has been written in indelible figures 
upon the things of time and sense. The 
life of the pure, the character of the up- 
right and the noble deeds of the just and 
generous are the seeds of time fitted to 
blossom in an unfading clime. How the 
heart calls out in piteous wails. 


“But O for the touch of a vanished hand, 
And the sound of a voice that is still!” 


The life of the deceased was the embodi- 
ment of all that was honorable, truthful, 
upright, noble, pure and virtuous, From 
the moment his infant lips babbied the hal- 
lowed name of mother to ripened, Christian 
manhood, when his soul was enwrafped 
with the exultant language, “‘My father 
and my God,” he was the same trustful, 
dependent, loving, pure being. The be- 
ginning-to the close was alike pure. No 
aarkening stain appears to mar the beauty 
and periection of nis life. He found his 
mode: in the King of Zion, and with mar- 
tyr-like devotion he plighted undying fidel- 
ity, the prompting and controiling motive 
of his whole life was an untiring. search 
for truth, for holiness and for God. He 
tie for enlarged conceptions and en- 
joyments, and nothing short of the whole 
truth, as far as it could be obtained, sat- 
istied the cravings of his heart. Being 
pure, he saw God in évery thought, word 
and act, and glorified him in every way. 


His character was marvelous for its per- 


fect image of the holy life he.liveds. To. 
catch a feeble illustration, Grier’s character 
from hié life may be regarded as an odor 
emitted from a never-withering flower. He 
was invulnerable to onsets and petty. tem)p- 


tations common to poor, weak humanity. 


The fountain head was pure, clean and un- 
defiled, and the outflowing, crystal waters 
were the image and reflection of their 
source. He was armed and fortified with- 
in, which wholly .disarmed all without. He 
submitted meekly himself, and that made 
him conqueror over all the rest. “It is 
not by might, nor by power, but by my 
spirit, saith the Lord of hosts.” Armed 
and strengthened thus, he went to the dis- 
charge of all the duties of life, and estab- 
lished and maintained a character without 
aspot. His whole life and character may 
be summed up in this brief but perfect 
eulogy of a friend: “Grier Quigg is one man 
against whom nothing can be said.’’ 

Thus far only briefly has been outlined 
what he was, how he appeared to others, 
and now, lastly, what he did, under the 
words Christian usefulness. 

From such a life and character as dis- 
tinguished the subject of this sketch, one 
may turn in expectation for exhibitions 
of nobler, generous deeds. [nh this realm, 
the memory of Grier Quire is fresh with 
perpetual verdure, and as one has said: “If 
every one for whom he has done a kindness 
were to place a flower on his grave he 
would sleep tonight beneath a wilderness 
of roses.’’ 

None were so low but excited his concern; 
none were so high as to arouse his envy. 
All conditions broadened out before him 
on the same even plain and his heart cry 
was: “How can I serve them.” The trend 
of his acts was, the most good to every 
one. His every act, word and deed was an 
answer to the Macedonian cry: ‘Come over 
and help us.”” He always had suitable words 
Which glittered “like apples of gold in pic- 
tures of silver.” He walked the shining 
highway, and the fire of religious zeal was 
aflame in every action. He was good; he 
did good, and he loved to do good. WNoth- 
ing beneath starry heights so aroused and 
enthused ‘him as an errand of mercy. His 
nature, as his soul, seemed to take on 
wings. He scattered the seeds of truth 
liberally ~by all waters and at all times. 
Freely he received, and as freely gave. 
He collected’the stars below for his coro- 
nation in ‘the skies. “For they that be wise, 
shall shine as the brightness of the firma- 
ment; and they that turn many to right- 
eousness, as the stars forever and ever.’’ 
Daily he went forth. in the fields to sow, 
and he sowed the pure seeds of truth. 
Oh, what shall the harvest be?’ 

To the members of this church and Sun- 
day school, to whom he was devotedly at- 
tached: “Oh, what shall the harvest he?’ 
Grier has been gathered to the Celestial 
City; now to all of us, ‘‘The nicht is far 
spent and the day is at hand.””

from China to Corea. and it took me three 
gays to go from Tien-Tsin to the harbor of 
chemulpo. 1 was grounded for a time on 
the Peiho river and had a rough voyage 
over the Yellow sea, but I am now in the 
biggest city of this wonderful kingdom 
and Lam surrounded by the queerest sights 
and the strangest people on the face of-the 
glove. I found the harbor of Chem 
filled with gunboats and. after sailing up 
the river Han, i was met about four-miles 
from the city with a chair from the Amer- 
jean legation, which was carried ‘by four 
Coreans and which was garded by soldiers. 
it was in this way I came inlo the city of: 
cooul. I passed through the gates without 
froubie and i am now almost at-home in 
this Corean world, I have a most efficient 
juterpreter, Whom I call General Pak. He

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I nave also a Corean artist with me, and, 
strange as it may seem, I am getting some 
very fine pictures made of Corean types 
and scenes by this man. He paints as well 
as sketches and is considered the finest 
artist or the kingdom. He is a noble and it 
is hard to get him to do work quickly, but | 
his pictures are true to life, although they 
seem strange to American eyes. He sketched 
one of my soldiers for me today and also 
made some pictures of the rebels who are 
making such a trouble here. He gave me 
& picture of an official on his way to the 
palace. I saw the fellow going past the 
door and asked him to sketch him. The 
Qfcial was dressed in a long green gown 
With official boots of black cloth peeping 
from under its hem. He had a great belly- 
band decorated with gold sticking out from 
his waist and his horsehair cap had huge 
wings fastened to its back, personified ears 
and denoting that he was always ready to 
listen to the demands of the king. He sat 
ina chair upon a leopard skin and two

They 
have been defeated several times and they 
are largely outnumbered by «he forces of 
Japan and China, which are now on Corean 
soil. The king’s army consists, all told, of 
not more than eight thousand troops. Some 
of these are well armed and a number have 
been trained by ,the American officers who 
came over here to organize the army. Of 
these all have left except Ceneral ‘William 
McE. Dye, who has been more of) an in- 
structor than a commander, but the officers 
are generally Corean and they are not fit 
to fight the more experienced heads of the 
foreign troops. 


In the meantime the ‘king is under the 
contro] of the Chinese and all information 


is dictated by the Chinese. Corea has 
claimed to be independent for some time, 
but she is really under China’s thumb, and 
when Li Hung Chang of the Chinese empire 
pulls the string she is compelled to dance. 
I can’ give in a few words my reason 
fer this statement. I may write of it later. 
There ig no doubt’ however, of the fact. 
The calling in of.the Chinese troops without 
asking the consent of Japan was contrary 
to the terms of the treaty which exists 
between China and Japan. The Japanese, 
naturally, were angry. They have large 
colonies at the port of Chemulpo on the 
Yellow sea, Gensan on the west coast, Fusan 
on the south coast and here in Seoul as 
well. They own a great deal of property’ 
and they are the leading foreign nation in 
Corea, They will not permit China to have 
this peninsula, and it is by no means un- 
certain that there may not be a war be- 
tween China and Japan on Gorean foil. 


This land has been the fighting ground of 
these two nations in the past and if a 
war occurs now it will be the bloodiest 
of Asiatic history. The Coreans have a few 
Gatling guns and some cannon. ae Jap- 
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CORBAN OFFICER, BY OUR COREAN 
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anese and Chinese can supply their troops 
with all sorts of modern munitions of war. 
They have millions of dollars invested in 
war material, and their soldiers and marines 
are armed with the newest and latest in- 
ventions. As it is now it looks as if China 
would, in such a case, have the friendship 
and support of the king, but there is much 
dissatisfaction with the government here 
in Seoul and the Japanese would not like 
friends or followers. The king, in fact, 
can’t help himself as regards China. He 
has .borrowed money from the Chinese gov- 
ernment and all his customs receipts have 
been mortgaged to pay the interest on the 
debt. The king is so much in debt and so 
hard pressed for money that whether a 
war occurs or not he is ‘bound to ‘open up 
Corea to foreigners. He has a wonderful 
kingdom, filled with enormous resources, 
and it will pay American speculators to 
keep their eyes on the mining and railroad | 


—_ 


Corea is, perhaps, the least understood 
land in Asia, and it is one of the most won- 
derful countries on the face of the globe. I 
paid my first visit to it six years ago, only 
a short time after it had been opened up 
to the world. About fifteen years ago no 
foreigner could land on its coasts, and ship- 
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ki was especially anxious that there 
aaa be no delay, and he sent to Mr. 
Power, the American, who has charge of 
the electric lighting, two boxes of gold dust 
and nuggets. These came from the palace 
to Mr. Power’s house, the distance of at

least a mile, without a guard, and it is a 
question whether the porters who carried 
them knew what they were bringing. The 
gold was packed im pine boxes, and these 
were hung upon a pole, which rested on the 
shoulders of the two men, who carried them. 
The only man who went with them was the 
Corean interpreter of Mr. Power. They 
were opened when they reached the house 
and found packed full of gold dust and 
nuggets. ‘The nuggets were of all shapes 
and sizes, from that of the head of a pin to 
lumps as big as your fist. There were two 
lumps of solid gold of this size and another 
was as thick as the palm of a man’s hand 
and of about the same shape. It was of 
such a nature that it could not have been 
rolled far by the water, and it must have 
been found very near the site of the origi- 
nal lode. This gold was sent by Mr. Power 
to the mint at Osaka, Japan. There was 
175 pounds of it, and it assayed 8&7 per cent 
gold and about 10 per cent silver. It was 
sold te the Hong-Kong and Shanghai bank 
for $47,000, and the money was applied to 
the part payment of the electric machinery, 
which is now supplying his majesty with 
light. There is little doubt but that the 
mountains of north Corea are full of gold, 
and a great deal more is probably gotten 
than is generally supposed. The Corean 
citizen’ has no security of property, and 
the possession of mone¢ey always brings the 
officials down upon him, and they suck at 
his vitals till the money is squeezed out of 
him, , Every now and then a native will 
come into the establishment of the Ameri- 
can firm at Chemulpo and will pay for what 
he wants with gold dust, which he takes 
out ef a pipestem or from a belt, which he 
has bound about his body under his ‘clothes. 
Often men want to turn the gold into Co- 
rean cash, and it is by no means safe for 
them to have it found upon them. The 
mines are worked under a superintendent, 
who probably gets a big slice of the output. 
By the aid of modern mining machinery 
there is no telling what they will produce. 
At present not even blasting powder is 


used to get at the quarry, and the rock is. 


broken by building a fire against it, and 
then when it has become hot, water is 
thrown upon it, and this cracks the quartz. 
Such bits as can be gotten out are laid ona 
flat stone, and big round rocks are rolled 
over them again and again to crush them, 
and at least 50per cent of the gold is lost. 
There are mo pumps, no quicksilver and no 
chemicals. Such of the gold as is gotten 
comes from washing the sand and crushed 
rock with water in hand pans, and in the 
winter the rock is crushed and boiled to 
free it of gold. 

There are large copper mines in different 
parts*of Corea, and a great deal of this is 
dug out, smelted and used in the manufac- 
tune of brass ware. Brass is more used 
perhaps than any other metal. The eating 
utensils, including dishes, spoons and chop 
sticks, are made of it, and all of the 
wash-basins of the country are of this 
materiai. The quality of the brass is su- 
perior to that which I have seen in any 
other part of the world. It takes a polish 
like gold, and it is wonderfully bright and 
pure. None of the copper is, I believe, ex- 
ported, and the same is true of the coal. 
The Corean coal mines, which lie near the 
big city of Ping Yan, about 100 miles north 
of Seoul, so Dr. Appenzeller, one of the best 
posted missionaries of the country, tells me, 
are rather coal quarries than shafts. The 
coal is dug from the top of the ground, 
and it is taken out at the mfhimum of ex-, 
pense. It is a fine anthracite, and it would 
bring right here in the capital from $10 to) 
$12 a ton. A big trade could be carried on 
in it to the different parts of China and the! 
east. As it is Japan sells millions of dol-' 
lars worth of coal every year, and the 
mines which I visited last month ‘in north 
China were disposing of from 1,700 to 2,000) 
tons of coal a day. The coal that comes 
to Seoul, however, goes chiefly te the pal- 
ace, and the mines await practical men to 
turn their dusky lumps into veritable black 
diamonds, | 


Agriculturally considered the country is 
very rich. Not one-twentfeth of it is culti- 
vated, and the fact that the officials take 
the greater part of the crops removes all 
incentive to work, and the people farm 
only enough to keep them alive. Almost! 


States can be raised here, and rice is grown 
side by side with wheat and barley. There 
is plenty of good grazing land, and the 
cattle are very fine and form the béasts of 
burden of the country. I don’t think the 
people are naturally lazy. They are strong 
and well.meaning. They have a fair idea 
of justice and right and their civilization 
is by no means a barbarous one. With se- 
curity of property and incentive to work 
they could easily be taught to accumulate 
money, and if the foreigners are allowed 
to take hold of the nines and build rail- 
yoads Corea will in a short time approxi: 
mate Japan in its progress. It has beer 
several times on the verge of giving con: 
cessions to foreigners, and only a short 
time ago the king had agreed to such 4 
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king to accede to it. This. was refused 
and he probably got his revenge through 
the Chinese: In all this trouble which is 
going on in Corea it must be remembered 
that the Chimese are the enemies of prog- 
| ress, They are not the_true friends of the 
Corean people. ‘They have the upper hand 
and they are doing all they can to keep the 
country back. The falling through of this 
scheme was a very unfortunate thing for 
Corea. Had the papers been signed both 
the king and the American capitalists 
would now be on the road to wealth. The 
people would have had a large amount 
of their taxes remitted, for the kings treas- 
ury would have been full and there would 
have been no rebellion, As it is now no 
one can tell what will happen, but sooner 
or later this land will be one of the most 
prosperous on the giobe,

THE ‘CRAZED EMPRESS AND THE POPE 


How She\Acted atthe Dinner Table—The 
Pope First to Discover That She 
2 Was Deranged. 


From Kate Field’s Washington. 
“Poor Carlotta,”’ as the widow of the un- 
fortunate Emperor Maximilian, of Mexico, 


now to be sinking rapidly in health. Most 
of the newspaper references to ner condi- 
tion attribute it to the shock of her hus 
band’s tragic fate. There is good reason tu 
believe that this is a mistake. Carlotta had 
a tendency to insanity which develop:2d it- 
self several months before the shooting of 
Maximilian.

The steward did make haste and present- 
ly brought two trays, on each of whith was 
a bowl of consomme; two rolis, a pot of 
chocolate, a pitcner of milk, two cups, a 
Saucer containing sugar, a dish of sweet 
cakes and a platter of gbinly Sliced tovet, 
which, dipped in the weak broth, was the 
pope’s favorite dish: The steward pluced 
a tray before each of the sovereigns, who 
were seated opposite each other at a small 
table.

Rising from her abject posi- 
tion as a Suppliant, she drew herself up 
to her full height, and with a kind: of in- 
spiration prophesied to the usurper the de- 
struction of his dynasty, and cursed him 
to his face. ‘‘Ah,” she cried, “I know you! 
Avenge yourself on the granddaughter of 
your benefactor, Louis Philippe, who res- 
cued you from the scaffold and from want!” 
The emperor turned pale, and she went on:' 
‘You hope, do you not, to get possession, 
by means of your police, of all the lettets 
and papers that witness your pledges to 
my husband? They are in a piace of 
safety.’’ After predicting his downfall, 
she added, tears choking her utterance: 
“May the curse of God rest on you as-d¢én - 
Cain!” and then quitted the palace. Foidr 
years later, on the declaration of war with - 
Prussia, Louis, not venturing to show him- 
self in the streets of Paris, departed from 
the palace of St. Cloud, wherein this inter- 
view with Carlotta had taken place. 

The poor empress never knew the fat 
of her husband, though he knew of the 
worse than deadly malady which had fali- 
en upon her. His reference to it, in tile 
letter he wrote her on the night before ke 
was led forth to die, was pathetic, indeed.

SCIENTIFIC AND INDUSTRIAL: 


A Lightning Liner. 

There is a miniature vessel in the model 
room of the United States navy depart- 
ment which has eighteen propellers ranged 
along its sides and propelled by electricity. 
The inventors claim that a large ship built 
after this model will cross the Atlantic in 


threa days. 


Lumbering by Electricity. 

Every day brings forth scme new appli- 
cation of this universal force. One of the 
latest is the substitution of a platinum 
wire while hct, heated by electricity for 
the ex and saw in felling trees. [It burns 
through the tree trunk in about one-eighth 
the time required by the ax or saw and 
saves largely in lumber and labor. 


Tesla and Electricity. 

While perhaps Tesla has not given the 
world as many and varied  bilessings 
through his genius as Edison, yet he has 
given us a more intimate insight into the 
qualities and intricacies of electricity. For 
instance, while under ordinary conditions 
a current of from 1,000 to 2,000 volts will 
kill, yet Tesla has received without injury 
over 200,000 volis; apparently proving that 
currents of very hign power and ve- 
locity are practically harmless. Heat and 
light are electrical productions as Tesla 
claims, caused by electrostatic forces acting 
between charged molecules or atoms. Tes- 
la’s experiments and his acknowledged fa- 
miliarity with electrical science, have rev- 
olutionized many of the theories of experts 
about electricity. 


Safety Secured by the Camera, 

In the diagnosis of disease, the modern 
physician has recourse to the camera. Es- 
pecially is this the case in eruptive dis- 
eases—-for instance, in scarlet fevcr—where, 
by cnlarging the reflection of the negative 
many times, fhe skilled eye sees plainly 
the pits =nd pustules and their mintte 
characteristics, which are invisible to the 
naked eye, end thus the physician can, 
at the outstert of the ailment, treat an4 
save the patient through a correct diagno- 
sis. Photography is also applied in de- 
tecting flaws or impairments in machinery, 
buildings, bridges, culverts, etc. One of 
the most recent saving applications of 
photography occurred in England a few 
weeks ago, when a suspected ivan railway 
bridge was examined by a famous engineer 
of London. Appzrently it was ail right. 
Ordinary tests so demoiuistrated. At last 
he took his kodac and made a picture of 
the bridge with no weight on it. Keeping 
his camera in the same position he waited 
for the fast empress and wnen the heavy 
lccomotoive struck the bridge, he “pressed 
the button’’ and tock the second picture 
on the same plate that held the first. 
When the plate was developed and ex- 
amined the droop in the weighted bridge 
was found so great and dangerous that 
immediate repairs were made and great 
loss of life was evidently averted. Save 
for the camera, this fortunate discovery 
were scarcely possible. 

Commercial Use of City Garbage. 

According to The American Architect 8St. 
Louis probably has more nearly and per- 
fectly solved the problem of the disposal of 
garbage than any city in the’ world. It is 
not only disposed of effectually and abso- 
lutely, but to commercial profit. About a 
quarter of a million dollars is, invested by 
a stock company that takes all the city 
garbage in a plant:that converts it into 
vatuable fertilizers, which, packed in barrels 
and sacks, finds a ready sale; in fact, the 
supply does not equal the demand. Evap- 
orated to practical dryness it is a dark 
brown powder, without unpleasant odor, 
and, to show the perfect cleanlinesS of the 
process, the distilled water from the garbage 
is said to be pure and drinkable. As the 
garbage has been distilled and not burned, 
the resultant retains all the nitrogen, as 
well as all the alkalies and phosphates. 
It readily commands from $9 to $12 per ton 
in New York and Boston. While there is so 
much objection to the location of garbage 
crematories in Atlanta, would it not be well 
to investigate the system in use in St. 
Louis and not only stop the fearful waste 
of this valuable fertilizer, but instead of 
the garbage being an expense let it become 
a source of profit. 


Chemically Preserving Potatoes. 

In a paper on this subject Mr. Schibaux 
states that, from the numerous experiments 
made on the best method of preserving.po- 
tatoes M has been established that any ac- 
tion should not be on the skin of the tuber, 
but rather on the tuber itself. I have 
proved,’”’ says M. Schribaux, “that by radi- 
cally destroying the shoots when more or 
less developed the potato retains all its 
qualities. at least till the time when the 
next year’s growth has become abundant 
in the market. i 

‘Where the number of potatoes to be 
dealt with is small it is sufficient to remove 
the eyes or the shoots with a point of a 
knife, or better still with a steel pen holder 
in which a steel pen has been placed with 
the point turned inward. This will be found 
to act in the manner of a gogue. By in- 
serting this for rather more than a tenth of 
an inch into the potato the eye is easily 
removed. I have in the laboratory potatoes 
of the year 1891 which have shriveled, owing 
to the evaporation, but of which the sub- 
stance is firm and has not sensibly deterio- 
rated. A singular circumstance is that they 
have become sweet and contain a sugar 
which differs in no way from cane or beet 
sugar. 

“It may be said that the process is slow, 
but I find that an unskilled laborer was, 
in a working day of ten hour, easily able 
to deal with 300 pounds of potatoes. Cook- 
ing potatoes which have a small number of 
eyes can, of course be easier dealt with. 
If a large quantity has to be treated a 
chemical process must be resoried to in 
order to destroy the shoots. 

“The tubers then are immersed for a 
space of from ten to twelve hours in water 
containing from 1 to 2 per cent of ordinary 
sulphuric acid. The potatoes must after- 
wards be dried and put in a cool and well 
aired place. The acid solution should be 
placed in a recepacle of wood. 

“The solution keeps good for a long time 
if the tubers are carefully cleaned so that 
no earth adheres to them before being 
put into it. 

‘Me acid acts in the following way: It 
eats in for about a tenth of an inch in 
the region around the eyes where the skin 
is tender, while it does not affect the rest 
and thicker part of the skin. About the 
eyes it will be found that an incrustation 
has formed, which completely blocks them 

; : 


up. 
rhe following remarks are to be noted: 
Tt is useless to treat any but sound pota- 
toes in this: way, 48 the treatment does 
not stop disease, but merely keeps. ‘the 
sound potatoes wholesome. The potatoes 
should be carefully cleared from earth be- 
fore being put into the solution, as earth 
adhering checks the action of the acid. 
It is well before treating any large quan- 
tity of potatoes to experiment-on a few as 
follows: Take three dishes of glazed earth- 
enware and fill them with solutions con- 
taining respectively. 1 per cent of the acid, 
1% per cent and 2 per cent. _Then immerse 
half a dozen potatoes and leave them in 
from ten to twelve hours. After that take 
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the action of the acid has been too great 
on the skin, and the proper strength of 
the solution to be used on the particular 
class of potato to be dealt with will by 
this means have been arrived at. The 
skins ef some potatoes, it should be ob- 
served, are much coarser than those of 


others, and the solution requires to be 
regulated accordingly.—Scientific Ameri- 
can. 


Highest Mountain in North America. 
According to the bulletin. of the Ameri- 
can Geographical Society, the loftiest peak 
is Mount Logan, as recent observations on 
mountain summits show it to be 19,500 feet 
in height, exceéding Orizaba 1,200 feet and 
being 1,500 feet higher than Mt. St. Elias. 


Waterproofing for the Soles of Shoes. 

The compound is applied over the welt 
and insole, or over the seams, joints, peg 
holes, etc. Two and one-half pounds of 
wax are melted and three pounds of pow- 
dered talc, steatite, or soapstone are 
mixed therewith; four pints of rubber paste 
or caoutchouc (Brazilian gum) are then 
incorporated with the mass.—E. H. ‘Lewis. 


Paint for Iron. 

A good metallic paint for preserving iron 
exposed to the weather is made as follows: 
Pulverize oxides of iron such as red and 
yellow ochres, or rown hematite iron 
ores, finely ground and simply mixed with 
linseed oil and a drier. White lead applied 
directly to iron is considered to have a 
corrosive effect. 


Floor Stain. 


A good, cheap and permanent stain for 
floors is permanganate of potash. It can be 
bought 4t a wholesale chemist’s by the 
quarter of a pound. Mjx about one-fourth 
of an ounce in a quart of water and apply 
quickly and freely to a dry fioor with either 
cloth cr a brush. Repeat the process if a 
dark color is desired. When dry, oil with 
burnt oil or beeswax and turpentine. The 
stain when first applied appears a bright 
magenta, but at once changes to a perma- 
ment brown.

Concrete Cellar Floors. 

If the celfar bottom is wet from the na- 
ture of the surroundjngs or from springs in 
the soil, a concrete should be made com- 
posed of one part best Portland cement and 
four parts good, coarse gravel or small 
broken stones. This is to be thoroughly 
mixed together and enough water sprinkled 
on to form a dry mortar, and evenly spread 
over the surface of the cellar to a depth of 
about three inches, and ram and level it 
thoroughly. Before this has set float over 
it a top coating of one part cement and two 
parts clean, sharp sand. If the location is 
not a wet one the concrete can be two or 
two and a half jnches thick and have one 
part Portland cement to six to ten parts 
gravel. If lime or Rosendale cement is used 
the former proportions should be used.

Linn Linton on the 
subject of the rudeness, vandalism and 
general pert urpleasantness of the average 
American traveler. She conclydes' her 
scathing criticism by one:or two amend- 
atory paragraphs admitting the fact that 
she has known a few decent American peo- 
ple, but setting these distinctly apart from 
the ‘majority. While admitting that a 
great deal is true that Miss Linton says in 
regard to that insistent type of traveuicr 
who must and will know everything, it 
seems to me that it little behooves an 
Englishwoman of all people in the world 
to discuss the ugly traits of other wayfar- 
ing people, for the English are noted for 
an insolence and boorishness in foreign 
countries which have never been excelled 
by other nations, Your yankee traveler 
may be importunate, inconsiderate, and 
many other things that are disagreeable, 
but he at least means no harm 
and has as his excuse the simpte 
but unanswerable one of Knowing no bet- 
ter, for the impertinent American trav- 
eler is never a first-class gentleman in his 
own home. With the Englishman it is en- 
tirely different. This snobbery often has as 
its excuse the highest birth, and when he 
goes abroad he proceeds to make himself 
remarkably and uniquely disagreeable. 
His talents in this line have been more 
than once revealed in this country, and 
the mewspapers have frequently been filled 
with the stories of the boorish and premed- 
itated insolence of some milord from across 
the waters. This type of Englishman has 
prevailed for many generations and he has 
been satirized by the papers in every coun- 
try in which papers are printed. In fact, 
the traveling Englishman is proverbial for 
his aggressively unpleasant lack of good 
breeding, and the worst part of it is that 
he is badly behaved because he wants to 
be—not because he knows not the laws of 
decent society. Take the great Englishmen 
of letters who have visited this country, 
men whom we would -naturally expect to 
be free from snobbery and prejudice, yet 
most of them have been pretty ill-mannered 
fellows in one way or another. Miss E. 
Linn Linton followed the example of these 
literateurs in one particular, if she couid 
not emulate their genius, for she managed 
to make herself cordially disliked by most 
of the Americans who met her here during 
a recent visit. 

I do not honestly think it a pretty policy 
for the English man or woman to discuss 
the foibles of other travelers, for certain 
it is that no nation has ever stalked 
abroad with quite such a stalking air as 
the English. It would be easy to believe 
that every good Britisher takes his own pet 
lion along with him, so great is the roar of 
dissatisfaction he makes on his journey. 
Of course, to capitulate somewhat, there 
are plenty of pleasant English travelers, 
but there must be a general rule of dis- 
courtesy to have caused the English tourist 
to be pictured as a boor for so many gener- 
ations. 


Speaking of things English brings me to 
‘an Englishman’s little book of essays, a re- 
cent publication which is creating a great 
deal of interest and laudatory comment 
among clever people. The volume reveals 
a literary mind, quick, brilliant 
and unusually free from the bare 
realism or coarse materialism which 
marks the style of most modern 
writers. The author is one Richard Le 
Gallienne, who is known by a previous 
contribution to literature entitled, ‘‘The 
Religion of a Literary Man,”’ a book that 
set all London a talking. The author dedi- 
cates his last work in this wise:

Speaking yesterday of the work for the 
woman’s department of the exposition, Mrs. 
Felton said that the woman’s board has 
notified a lady in every county in Georgia, 
to form a state auxiliary board that wo- 
men’s industries should be thoroughly ex- 
hibited at the exposition next year. 

‘'Thts exposition is in no sense a local 
affair. Its success means a great «eal to 
every section of the state,” Mrs. Felton 
continued. “Iilinois contributed most val- 
uable assistance to Chicago in furthering 
the interests of the world’s fair, and this 
work was done in every county in theiprgte 
in a@ most systematic way. 

“Tite women /of Illinois organized in 
every county for an exhibit of wonien’s 
industries, and the record shows a most 
thoroughly acquainted with the remunera- 
tive occupation of women. Not only were 
material exhibits collected, classified and 
exhibited, but statistics of the numbers 
engaged in industrial and professional york 
were carefully formulated and printed. The 
result was alike astonishing and invigor- 
ating to every thoughtful woman in the 
State of Illinois; and such a general display 
is without a precedent in the histury of 
the world. The woman’s board of man- 
agers—remembering what was done for 
Chicago by the other sections of Illinois, 
immediately set to work to elicit the cordial 
co-operation of every county in Georgia, 
for helpful assistance during the e.rpeosi- 
tion of 1895. 

“The executive committee made these 
selections befqge Mrs. Thompson sailed for 
Europe, therefore this plan had the hearty 
Sympathy and assistance of our president. 
When she returns, in September, the board 
of women managers will have a grand rally 
to gather into one assemblage as many 
of these ladies as can possibly attend the 
meeting.

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Ho Has Plenty of Money, but Pays 
Tt Out Sparingly, 


HOW HIS CREDITORS ARE HAMPERED 


The Government Officials Frequently Have 
to Suffer—Difficulty in Getting tho 
: Smaliest Bills Approved, 


The reputation of Uncle Sam for paying 
his bills is not as good as that of many 
Other solvent corporations. 

This statement may surprise a great 
many, in view of the resources which are 
tributary to Uncle Sam’s pocketbook and, 
especially the high tariff legislation which 
has resulted in such vast revenues to the 
government; but Uncle Sam’s credit in the 
market. instead of being measured by his 
ability to pay, is measured, so to speak, 
by the “red tape’’ which he uses in getting 
his accounts audited. 

It very often happens that a man who 
| credits the United States government is 
compelled to wait for six months or a 
year before he gets his pay. If he is a 
poor man and happens to be in need of 
the money he is placed in a very embar- 
rassing situation; and there is absolutely 
no remedy. 

“I never expect to have dealings with the 
United States government again,’ remark- 
ed a well-known citizen yesterday after- 
noon, who had been intimate with Uncle 
Sam’s way of doing business, much to his 
sorrow. “Il was employed to perform a 
difficult piece of work, which kept me busy 
tor the greater part of the yéar, and 
thought as soon as I finished the job that 
the money would be forthcoming. I had no 
other resources and was dependent upon 
my expectancy in this direction. As goon 
as I completed the task, I made out my 
account in proper shape, according to the 
law and sent it on to the authorities at 
Washington. I waited patiently for my 
check an@ finally at the expiration of six 
months it came to hand. By that time I 
had borrowed enough money to destroy all 
profit arising from my work on account of 
the enormous interest which 1 had to pay. 
I had rather pick blackberries for a living 
than work for the United States govern- 
ment. If I was a millionaire I could af- 
ford to do it.’’ 

Before any bil is paid by the govern- 
ment, no matter how small the amount 
of money involved, it must first undergo a 
process of treatent, and the signatures of 
several auditing officials must be appended 
to the document before it is dressed well 
enough to go before the United States 
treasury. 

it very often happens that the United 
States marshal is not supplied with enough 
money to run his court during the year, in 
which event he has nothing to do but to 
run his hands in his pocket and bring out 
the necessary amount of cash, A few 
years ago the government was in arrears 
to Marshal Buck, who supplied the funds 
by which the court was operated, in the 
sum of 318,000, or figures in that close 
neighborhood. It was a long time before 
the marshal had the pleasure of getting 
his money back and it was not until he 
went out of office that all of it was re- 
funded. 

This is the experience of the district 
marshals all over the country. The pro- 
ceedings of the court are often stopped 
in the midst of important business on ac- 
count of the lack of necessary funds to 
pay off the witnesses and compensate the 
jury. ‘ 

It is a matter of complaint with all gov- 
ernment officials that they have to wait. 
a long. time for ‘their money. At the ex-" 
piration of each quarter the clerk of the 
court makes out a statement of the fees 
to which he is entitled. This statement is 
forwarded to Washington and the process 
of auditing the account begins. After the 
account ig audited a certain number of dis- 
allowances must be subtracted from the 
amount claimed, and this leads to a pro- 
longed controversy. Pending the settle- 
ment of the controversy a warrant is drawa 
on the treasury for the amount approved, 
and this sum is divided by the clerk among 
himself and deputies. Interest, in the 
meantime, has accumulated and the clerks 
have frequently been known to go for at 
least six months without their quarterl 
pay. 

This same process of auditing is also ap- 
plied to the accounts of the marshal and 
the deputies of the distrigt attorney. The 
district attorney, however, is guaranteed 
the sum of $6,000 a year and if his fees aye 
in excess of that amount there is no occa- 
sion for any strict application of the rule. 
Colonel James, the district attorney, has 
worked at such a lively pace during his 
term of office that his fees have been 
considerably in excess of his salary. 

In making small bills here and there over 
the country Uncle Sam frequently encoun- 
ters a great deal of difficulty. He finds 
that merchants and business men are pot 
anxious to secure his trade, and had rather 
dispense with his patronage than submit 
to that intonvenience which is thereby en- 
tailed. When improvements are projected 
in any of the public buildings or work of 
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ways critical in his inquiry as to the money. 
The printers throughout the country who 
do occasional jobs for Uncle Sam complain 
that he is the poorest customer on' their 
books and they never care to cut prices in 
order to get his trade. 

This illustrates a very important principle 
of business dealing: that a man’s credit is 
not dependent upon his wealth solely but 
upon the regularity and promptitude with 
which he dischargeg all of his obligations. 

A safeguard seems to be needed by the 
government and much of the so-called “red 
tape,’’ which has been so widely abused, 
is in the interest of protecting the people's 
money. If these safeguards were no 
thrown around the treasury it would soon 
be depleted of its surplus. It is better, 
therefore, for Uncle Sam to be a little slow 
in paying his bills than to put a premium 
on dishonesty by paying every bill that is 
drawn, and thus rob the people of their 
hard earnings.

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‘AN ESTIMATE OF THE GOLD YIELD 


Bome of the Local Celebrities of Lumpkin 
County—The Work of the North . 
Georgia Agricultural College. 


' Dahlonega, Ga., August 4.—(Special.)}—The 
possibilities of the Georgia gold belt are 
yet conjectural. , 

The fact that the gold heretofore mined 
has been almost altogether mere surface 
work, that even this rude method of pro- 
duction was sufficient to cause the estab- 
lishment of a mint, and that the yield 
has never failed to be productive, justifies 
the hope that within the bosom of the 
mountain ranges there lies concealed large 
@eposits of the precious mineral. 

According to the published statement the 
@rst United States gold coined was in 1825, 
and from that time up to 1830 four-fifths of 
the United States gold coinage was of 
mative gold, all of which was produced 
by the southern states. From 1804 to 1827 
North Carolina furnished the whole of the 
gold produced in the United States, amount- 
ing to $110,000; but in 1829 Virginia con- 
tributed $2,500, and in the same year South 
Carolina yielded $3,500. In 1830 Georgia 
came to the front with its first deposit at 
the mint, amounting to no less than $212,- 
000. The statistics of the mint do not ex-

hibit the true amount taken out. A large 
amount of the gold was sent off into Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee in exchange for stock 
and provisions. Money was freely furnished 
by banks and individuals at the north for 
the purchase of gold dust at low rates, and 
much of the gold was manufactured with- 
out having been deposited at the mint. 

In White’s “Statistics of Georgia,” a 
carefully prepared gazetteer of the state, 
it is stated that the amount of gold al- 
ready taken from the mines in the neigh- 
borhood of the Chestatee river and the 
streams flowing into this river is about 
$26,000,000. This was prior to the civil war. 

The United States treasury reports show 
that the Dahlonega mint coined over $6, - 
000,000 as follows:

Bollars were coined in the Charlotte mint, 
@ large proportion of which came from the 
mines in this section. 

The mines now in operation and in course

He insisted 
on us eating more and said we were wel- 
come; that it should not cost us a cent, 
and that he lived there and was at home 
on leave of absence. He further said that he 
had had a hard time getting his mother.to 
let us have breakfast, and that he wanted 
to talk to us and try to persuade us to stay 
with his mother and ‘Keep out of the war, 
and that they would be sure to whip the 
fight in-the long run. While he was doing 
all this talking he had our guns taken out 
to the gate and our haversacks filled up 
with grub, and by that time we had drank 
about a pint of his corn liquor. He still had 
that hollow-ware in his hand. He insisted 
on going, and he finally agreed to it if we 
would promse not to say anything about 
his being there, which we did. He read the 
story in The Constitution, and I am now 
corresponding with him and I have promis- 
ed to pay him a visit after these thirty-two 
years. I wrote him that I would go as soon 
eas I got my gold all dug, which won't be 
very long, for I have not found much for 
some time.”

As to the People. 


The people of the mountain regions are, 
in many respects, unlike those of the other 
sections of Georgia. From Savannah, Au- 
gusta and Macon there flows a stream of 
family pride and tradition, which give 
tone and form to the people of the terri- 
tory dominated By them. 

The nofth Géorgian, however, is a true 
frontiersman. Cutting away from the 
strings which hold him to old associations, 
he explored the mountain fastnesses in 
order to make for himself a home in a 
new land. His isolation created a feeling 
of individuality and independence which 
asserts itself often in both religion and 
pohtics. Mere names have for him no 
binding charm, but looking beneath into 
the subject matter itself, he will decide 
the question as it appeals to his better 
judgment.

Some Lessons Drawn from the Great 
Philanthropist’s Life, 


THE VALUE OF A DEFINITE PURPOSE 


How Childs Carried Out His Boyish 
Netion of Giving Christmas 
Presentg. 


Great lives always leave great lessons for 
the young.

A child does 
not like to contemplate the death of a’ 
parent—they rather go west than for such 
an unpleasant thing to transpire, and 
Brown and I have figured it out that a 
ap would not be worthy did he not feel 

us. 

It is strange how the average ‘‘old man” 
does hate to divide up the old farm. They 
know the children will eventually get it 
all, and feel that this should satisfy. But 
it does not satisfy. Waiting is a hard 
thing with the young. It seems so iong 
to wait ten years... An old man can re- 
member when he thought he never would 
get to be twenty-one, and the old women oO: 
this day used to think that the time would 
never arrive for them to put on long 
dresses and go with the boys and marry 
and keep house for themselves. Time 
moves mighty slow with the young—a week 
is a month and a month is a year with 
them. And all their young days they work 
‘in common”’ to fill the father’s cribs ani 
to keep up the old plantation. This is the 
fly in the lock—right here is where Brown 
and I place the blame. Every child should 
have something of its own from the very 
start of its working days Just give you 
children a little ‘‘patch’’ of theirown. Give 
it to them separately and then{let me know 
if you ever hear of a boy being tired when 
his own patch is to work—never aid a boy 
complain of hare work in his own patch, 
even if it was iust a Saturday evenings 
holiday. Saturday evenings given to ne- 
grees in slavery times for the purpose 
of working their own patches turned the 
ald plantations into bowers of smiling 
cheerfriness and romping activity. 

Knowing this principle in human nature 
as well as old folks know it. it is stranee 
that there is not more effort made for 
every child to have his ‘individual’ in- 
tereet. We know of two young men in our 
settlement just now arrived at the age 
of twenty-one who are going 10 the west 
next fall. Either one of their fathers own 
as much as 200 acres of land. J venture 
the assertion that “if these fathers, ten 
years ago, had given these sons ten acres 
of land, the ten acres would have now been 
rich and improved, the fathers would 
have lost no more of.these sons’ labor than 
they have Pst, and these voung men would 
not now be packing their trunks to go 
west. As it is, these fathers have several 
ten-gcre plats on their places grown up 
in sedge and briars—unsichtly to the eye 
and useless to all. You will never get me 
and Brown to belieye anvthine but what a 
child should be encouraged in this way. and 
you will never make; us. believe that the 
parents lose any vresent benefits by such 
encouragement. We have watched two Ht- 
tle girls who had “patches” of their own 
this year, and they have not lost a mo- 
ment to their mother on this account. On 
the contrary, they have more than gained 
the time by swifter work and have been

Among the passengers on board the Um- 
wer on last Tuesday, was Dr. Robert 8. 
parrett, of this city, — 

His features.were slightly discolored 
py the ocean breezes, but with this ¢xcep- 
tion he was slightly altered in appearance. 
His step was frm and elastic and his man- 
ner that of the experienced traveler who 
had often braved the solitude of the deep 
seas and who felt equally as much at home 
on the bounding billows as among the cosy 
surroundings Of his own private study. 

Dr. Barrett lost no time in getting to 
Atlanta after his arrival in New York. 
He took the earliest train, and on the fol- 
lowing day was back among the scenes 
which he had left behind him nearly three 
months before. He was greeted by many 


cordial shakes of the hand, and the mA 


reception which everbody gave him. was 
an eloquent token of the high esteem apd 
pepularity in which he is held by all who 
know him in this city. 

“We had a very pleasant trip,” said Dr. 
Barrett, in a friendly conversation last 
Friday afternoon. He was seated in his 
study, and was leaning back in his easy 
chair with his hands clasped pehind his 
head. “We made the voyage from New 
York to Naples in sixteen days, which 
was rather a long trip in view of the 
pleasant weather we had at sea. We could 
easily have made the trip in twelve «sys if, 
the vessel had been loaded with a sutlicient. 
cargo. There was not enough freight on 
beard, however, to give it the proper 
weight, and for that reason we were four 
gays behind in reaching our destination. 
Along the way we passed the Azores, -a 
group of islands celebrated in the early 
nistory of Spanish habitation, und the 
members of the party were all struck with 
their beauty. At Gibraltar, which stands 
like a germtinel at the mouth of the Medi- 
terranean, and impresses every one with 
its solid grandeur and immutability, our 
party tarmed for twenty-four hours. We 
did not cimb to.the top of the rock, but 
reached a high enough altitude to com- 
mand a beautiful view of the ocean and 


the swelling mountains which .ow2red on 


the Africa side of the Mediterranean. 
The color of the Mediterranean sea is dark 
purple, and that of: the Atlantic ocean is 
a light blue. The blended effect of these 
colors ig in the highest degree interesting, 
and no traveler can view the wonderful 
picture without emotion. The mountains 
of Spain in the background are silvered by 
the snows which mantle their white sum- 
mits and bear a close resemblance to the 
Alps. Taking-the view all in all, it ‘s one 
of the most charming in the world. The 
hetght of the rock is about 1,400 feet—a 
solid mass rising boldly out of the water 
and challenging the waveg as they beat 
against it to alter its secure foundation 
or change in any way its immutability. 

“Leaving Gibraltar, we started directly 
for Naples and were four days on the Med- 
iterranean. We had a calm and placid sea, 
and the trip was not only made in safety 
but the members of the party were all de- 
lighted. We reached Naples, and after a 
leisure survey of the beautiful Italian pert, 
With all of its soft and picturesque sur- 
rvundings, We started for. Mount, Vesuvius. 
Our party) Was im the best of sbirits, and 
the trip Was enjoyea with all the relish 
which comes from an eager anticipation. 
The distance of the mountain is only about 
six miles, and, rising as it does from the 
seashore, it appears to be a great deal 
higher than it is in reality. The height 
of the volcano is a little over 4,000 feet. 
It was. not in a very active 
State of eruption, and was rather 
disappointed, as the visit was not as inter- 
esting to me as the one which I-last made 
to it. However, it was a new experience 
the members of the party to see the 
smoke and lava rising from the mouth of 
the volcano, The-soil at the foot of the 
mountain is cultivated with great profit, 
on account of its fertility, and the scenery 
in the neighborhood is picturesque and 
beautiful. 

“The next excursion of our party was 
to Pompeii. I had frequently made the 
trip and decided that I would stay behind 
and wait for the.other members of the patty 
at Naples. They were taken in charge, by 
the guide and were shown the many in- 
teresting excavations of that ancient city. 
From Naples we next proceeded to Rome. 
Here we spent five days, and the time 
Was closely oceupied in sightseeing. The 
traveler who has not visited Rome in sev- 
eral years will witness q marked change 
in the imperial city. Under the direction 
of the king a decided improvement was 
commenced about ten years ago. A new 
System of drainage has taken the place of 
the old one, which had been in use for 
nearly 2,000 years, and a number of elegant 
buildings have been raised, which add to 
the architectural beauty of the surround- 
ings. We visited all the places of interest 
in and around the city, including St. Pe- 
ter’s and the Vatican. A number of cour- 
t sies were shown to our party by = Mr. 
Wayne MacVeigh, the American represent- 
ave. On account of the poverty of the 
Italian government the work of excavating 
_ old ruins is going along very slowly. 
Ve were told by the chiefs officer in 
charge of the excavations that a broader 
and better field \was offered ‘in this respect 
among the buried remains of Rome than 
among the ruins of Pompeii. The glories

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THEY ARE NOT SATISFIED WITH IT 


That Is Evidence That the Declarstion Is 
All Right-Th» Third Partyites 
Speak at Milledgeville. 


Milledgeville, Ga., August 4—(Special.)— 
Milledgeville has been in the hands of 
the populists today. Watson and Hines 
spoke here to two thousand people, two- 
thirds of whom were negroes. The 10 o’clock 
Georgia train brought in the great popu- 
list leaders. They were met at the depot 
by a brass band and driven in a handsome 
turnout to the speakers’ stand on the cam- 
pus of the Middle Georgia Mechanical and 
Agricultural college, escorted by a howling 
crowd of negroes with a small sprinkling 
of whites. Captain Crawford, a prominent 
attorney, @mtroduced Judge Hines, who 
spoke for one hour and a half. 

Judgé Hines opened by saying that Mr. 
‘Atkinson had denounced the populists as 
anarchists, to which Steve Clay said 
amen, and yet the state democratic con- 
vention had adopted the populist platform. 
The populists, said Mr. Hines, believe in 
abolishing the present convict lease sys- 
tem. The democrats say it is not yet time 
to discuss it, but they will attend to it 
when the proper time arrives. “That's 
the way they straddle that issue. The 
Gemocrats are the greatest straddlers on 
the earth, but the straddlers are not the 
rank and file of the democracy, who are 
as honest as we are. But the men who 
parcel out the offices in advance have made 
s0 many promises in the last few years 
and failed to.come up to them that they 
now straddle on all important issues by 
saying they will settle them when the time 
comes. The populists believe in an honest 
ballot and a fair count—not in whisky- 
barrel rule,” said Mr. Hines. 

In touching on the late gubernatorial 
contest, Judge Hines paid a glowing tribute 
to General Evans, saying that he was a 
man of spotless character who, in peace 
and war, had illustrated the best manhood 
of the state. “And yet,’’ said Mr. Hines, 
“what did the democrats do with him? He 
Was turned down by the peculiar methods 
of the men who eontrol, by false counting 
in Fannin, by repeaters in Macon, and by 
hooters in Augusta. Is there any use to 
talk about pure methods in Georgia polli- 
tics? I can understand why Mr. Atkinson 
trembles when we talk about a pure ballot. 
But is there any anarchy in that? We are 
in favor of the election of all the officers 
by the people. We favor an income tax. 
Is there any anarchy in that?’ 

‘ Attacking the Senators. 

Judge Hines paid his respects to the 
United States senate and Mr. Cleveland in 
the following words: “They are a set of mil- 
lionaires, who have no more interest in the 
people than the man in the moon. Today 
they stand by the liquor trust and the su- 
gar trust, and Cleveland wants free coal 
and free iron because his friend Whitney 
leases the Nova Scotia mines.” 

Judge Hines spoke at length on the finan- 
cial situation, putting forth the hackneyed 
populist argument that supply and demand 
do not control prices. Over-production, he 
said, has never yet hurt a people. The re- 
publicans are for the free coinage of silver 
at a ratio of 16 to l. Where do the demo- 
crats stand on the silver question? What 
did the democrats do in their late conven- 
tion? The Constitution says they did one 
thing and The Journal says they did an- 
other. The populists are accused of preach- 
ing social equality because they believe in 
giving the negro the right guaranteed by 


. the constitution of the country, the right 


to a free ballot and a fair count. Why, Gro- 
ver Cleveland has gone farther on the line 
of social equality than any other man, d@m- 
ocrat or republican. While governor of 
New York he favored a measure placing 
white and black children side by side in the 
schoolrooms.”’ 
The Judge Is Sarcastic. 


Continuing, he said: ‘‘Why quit the grand 
old party, Why turn the boys out who are 
living on the democratic fat? Why not 
fight it out in the old party? I'll tell you 
why. Becausejthe party has become so cor- 
rupt that it does not carry out its pledges. 
What is the object of a political party? It 
is the accomplishment of certain great pur- 
poses. If the party has become so discord- 
ant and corrupt that it is not agreeable as 
to the principles for which it is going to 
fight, then that party has become useless, 
and ought to be retired, and that is the fix 
the democrats are in now. They have more 
discord among ‘themselves than any other 
party on the face of the ear@h. They are 
now cussing themselves a great deal more 
than they are cussing the populists. Why? 


_/-Because the men in the democratic party 


who have stood true to its principles and 
who believe in true and honest methods in 
politics have been turned down in Georgia. 

“They promise financial relief. They 
have absolutely refused to give you any 
financial relief. Though they denounced the 
Sherman law as a cowardly makeshift, they 
absolutely refused to repeal that law and 
they simply repealed one clause of it; and 
that clause was the only one that hinted 
at silver. They promised you tariff reform. 
What have they done to date? They have 
Wone nothing and the lemocracy’s fate lies 
swinging in the democratic cradle between 
the house and the senate about to die. 
They say that they are willing to vote on 
Bny measure that they can get together on. 
Mr. Cleveland said that the party had the 
power to redeem its pledges. They are 
going to give you Bill McKinley, Jr., for 
Bill McKinley, Sr.”’ 

: Cannot Tell the Difference. 

Judge Hines ridiculed the tariff bill now 
under discussion as being a direct blow at 
the prosperity of the south and west.. He 
said that it was one of Mr: Cleveland’s 
schemes for running over the New England 
gtates to democracy. And he said, “We 


don’t want any more northern democrats, ’ 


because you can't tell a northern democrat 
from a republican to save your soul. You 
can't tell an eastern democrat from a west- 
ern republican, and it’s getting so that a 
man has got to put on his specks to dis- 
tinguish between a southern democrat and 
@ republican. The democrats asked for a 
chance in the last presidential campaign. 
They promised free silver and tariff reform. 
Hame they given them to yo? How many 
chances are you going to give them? Mr. 
Atkinson said in his Fayetteville speech 
that the populists are sick people. I have 
been all over Georgia and I have seen 
sick people, but they are not 
populists. We are growing democrats 
are joining us everywhere. The Evans 
men who are disgusted with Georgia poli- 
tics are joining us. The old confederate 
soldiers are joining is, because Mr. Atkin- 
son has slapped them in the face on every 
stump in Georgia. 

“Democrats are joining us everywhere. 


They are sick because the old party has |

back on Jeffersonian principles,. sick 
because John Sherman commands the dem- 
Ocratic ship and Mr. Reed furnishes the 
rules by which Mr. Crisp manages a demo- 
cratic house.”

REPUBLICANS [IN CONFERENCE. 


They Choose Delegates to the Differ- 
ent Conventions. 

Augusta, Ga., August 4.—(Special.)—in 
pursuance to the call of the chairman, the 
republican convention met today at l1Z 
o’clock at the courthouse. A. W. Wim- 
berly was elected permanent chairman and 
A. J. Tweedy secretary. The committee 
appointed to nominate ‘delegates to the 
different conventions was heard and tne 
delegates elected. Eighteen delegates were 
elected to attend the state republican con- 
vention in Atlanta on August 29th. Twelve 
delegates were elected to attend the dis- 
trict convention, the time for which has 
not yet been appointed. Six delegates to 
the state senatorial convention were 
chosen. It was decided that for the pres- 
ent no action would be taken as to putting 
out a county ticket. No information could 
be secured as to the intention of the 
republicans as regards candidates for con- 
gress, governor and statehouse officers.

GAMBLERS ARE KICKING. 


They Complain That They Are Treated 
Outrageously in Chatham. 

Savannah, Ga., August 4.—(Special.)—The 
gamblers here are kicking on account of 
the pulling of the operators of policy lIot- 
teries by the constables who act with the 
justices of the peace. The gamblers own 
these lotteries and run them _ through 
agents. Consequently they have to give 
bond for each of their agents arrested. 
They claim it is a scheme on the part of 
these magistrates who have the arrests 
made, in order to get the $3 for drawing 
the bond in each case. 

They seem to think that if a policy lot- 
tery operator is arrested and gives bond, 
he should not be arrested again, even 
though he goes back to operating his lot- 
tery the same night he is arrested. 

One of the justices of the peace said to- 
day that there are about 200 of these poli- 
cy lotteries in the city and no fines seem 
to stop them or have any effect in breaking 
them up. 

An operator is always fined in the courts 
and in almost every case the fine is paid, 
and he goes back to running the lottery at 
the same old stand. Fining seems to have 
no effect on them whatever, and the same 
is true of the gambling houses here, of 
which there is said to be at least half a 
dozen, A jail sentence without option of 
paying a fine would stop the business, but 
as yet this remedy has not been tried.

Opened in New York by the Southern 
Exchange Association. 

New York, August 4.—The Southern FEx- 
change Association, proceeding with the 
purpose of itsorg anization, has issued the 
following notice to the people of the south: 

“To enable the Southern Exchange Asso- 
ciation to furnish, most effectively, specific 
information to prospective settlers and in- 
vestors, books of registry have been opened 
at the office of the association, No. 23 Bark 
row, New York city, in accordance with 
article 6, section 2, of the articles of asso- 
ciation, viz: ‘A proper registration fee shall 
be paid by all corporations, firms and indi- 
viduals desiring to make use of the associa- 
tion as a means of communication by en- 
dorsement or otherwise, with those whose 
business and co-operation they seek. . Said 
registration fee shall in no case be less 
than $1 or more than $100, and in addition 
thereto, the expenses attending 'a proper 
investigation of the subject, if the latter 
shall be fotund necessary.’ 

“Concerns and individuals offering op- 
portunities for {nvestment or having prop- 
purpose of its organization, has issued the 
south, may register details, for whic 
blank forms will be supplied. Registration 
will be allowed either with or without in- 
vestigation by the association. If with in- 
vestigation, the statements will be verified 
and certified to in the registry books of 
the association as correct; if without, the 
statements will be entered in the registry 
books of the association without certifica- 
tion. 

“For registration the fee for one year 
will be 1-10th of 1 per cent of the sum 
asked by the venders of property, or by an 
individual, concern or community offering 
business opportunity, or seeking capital, 
but no registration fee shall exceed $100. 
For investigation, the fee will be the ex- 
pense of examination of the offered prop- 
erty or business by competent experts sup- 
plied by the association. 

“The advantages of registration are: 

‘1. Exhibition, at the office of the asso- 
tion im New York city, the metropolis of 
the country, of the particular property, 
special inducements or wants of the reg- 
istered. ) 

“2. Appearance in the weekly bulletin, 
next succeeding the date of the registra- 
tion, of all material details registered, and 
distribution of the same among associate 
members in localities where such informa- 
tion will be most beneficial. 

‘3. Classification of subjects registered 
under appropriate heads, and advertise- 
ment of these classes in a manner and in 
places best suited to effect the object of 
registration. 

“4. Concentration of opportunities for in- 
vestment in the south and of the labor nec- 
essary to utilize the same, in expert and 
impartial hands, so that possible imvest- 
ors may economically ascertain where to 
find what they want, and may become in- 
terested in subjects otherwise unknown or 
unattractive. 

“6. To encourage conservative and stable 
valuations, based on proved facts, and con- 
sequently to discourage ‘booms,’ therepy 
promoting a healthy and rapid growth. 

‘§. Application of ordinary business 
methods combination of common in- 
terests to secure a common end. 

“You will advance the work of the asso-

TO TAX NATIONAL BANK NOTES. 


Senate Passes the Bill with a 
Few Amendments. 


Washington, August 4.—There would have 
been no ion of the senate today but for 
the fact that there had been an earnest de- 
sire expressed on Friday evening to have 
action today on the conference report on 
the river and harbor bill. It was discover- 
ed, however, that technical errors had erept 
into the report, or imto the bill, and that 
it was necessary to send the whole matter 

ack to the conference committee; and so 
the report was withdrawn for that purpose. 
The absence of any important business 
pressing for action furnished an oppor- 
tunity, the first time this session, of taking 
up the calendar and disposing of all private 
pension bills on it. They were all taken up 
and passed, to the number of thirty-seven, 
and there were several other bills also 
passed. The bill for the exclusion and 
deportation of anarchists was discussed 
for a short time, amd went over till Monday 
as unfinished business. 

There was one rather important bill pass- 
ed, with very little discussion and with 
no opposition. That was the house bill to 
subject to state taxation national bank 
notes and United States treasury notes. A 
few amendments of form rather than of 
substamce were made to the bill, which 
now reads as follows: 

“That circulating notes. of national bank- 
ing associations and United States legal 
tender notes and other notes and certifi- 
cates of the United States payable on de- 
maad, and circulating or imtended to circu- 
late as currency and gold, silver or other 
coin, shall be subject to taxation as money 
on hand or on deposit under the laws of 
any state or territory; prowided, that any 
such taxation shall be exercised in the same 
manner and at the same rate that any such 
state or territory shall tax money or cur: 
rency circulating as mroney within its juris- 
diction. . . ; ' 

“Section 2, That the provision of this act 
shall not be deermed or held to change ex- 
isting laws in respect of the taxation of 
national banking associations."’ 

Senate bill to extend to the city of Ocala, 
Fla., the privileges of the transportation 
of dutfable merchandise without appraise- 
ment, and making that qity a port of entry, 
was reported from the committee on com- 
merce and passed. 

The senate then, after a short executive 
session, at 2:20 o’clock, adjourned unt Mon- 
day at noon. , 


THE NAVAL MILITIA. 


Assistant Secretary McAdoo Enthusi- 
astic Over the Evolutions. 


Washington, August 4.—Assisfant Secreta- 
ry McAdoo returned to Washington this 
morning and took charge of the navy de- 
partment during the absence of Secretary 
Herbert, in Alabama. Mr. McAdoo has been 
watching the evolutions of the naval mili- 
tia for the past two weeks, and is thorough- 
ly enthusiastic on the subject, as indicated 
by his first action today, when he decided to 
order the new government built cruiser Ral- 
eigh, to take part in the evolutions ef the 
North Carolina naval reserve, at Southport, 
at the mouth of Cape Fear river, next week. 
The North, Carolina reserve already has 
the use of the monitor Nantucket, which, 
under the recent act of congress, will be 
loaned permanently to the state subject, 
however, to- be returned in case of necessity 
to the United States. 

The dispatch of the Raleigh to Southport 
will enable the North Carolinians to see 
the new cruiser named in honor of the cap- 
ital of their state, and will afford naval of- 
ficers an opportunity to make a trial of the 
vessel which is the first ship for a score of 
years to be built entirely at a government 
navy yard.

| ARBITRATION IS- ONE OF HIS PLANKS. 


To Prevent Corporations From Control- 
ling the Senate, He Favors the Pri- 
mary System jor Selecting Men. 


Washington, August 4.—(Special.)—Hon. 
William J. Bryan, Nebraska’s eloquent 
young orator, will enter the senatorial race 
from his state. A few days ago he recelv- 
ed a letter from the executive commit- 
tee of the Nebraska Democratic Coinage 
League, asking him to run for the senate 
and to state in his reply his platform. 

Replying to this letter, Mr. Bryan says: 
“I acknowledge with grateful apprecia- 

| tion the honor conferred by such a request, 

coming from an organization representing, 
as yours does, in my judgment, not only 
the sentiment of a majority of the demo- 
cratic party on the silver question, but rep- 
resenting on that question the best inter- 
ests of the state of Nebraska and of the 
nation as wells and I fully concur in the 
opinion expressed, by you that the people 
should be permitted to vote directly for 
their representatives in the United States 
senate. 

“The most important and far-reaching 
question which will confront the senator’s 
election in next January will be the money 
question. In my judgment, it lies at the 
bottom of the great industrial disturbance 
now prevalent throughout the world, and 
no permanent prosperity can be expected 
until silver is restored to its rightful place 
by the side of gold, or metallic money is 
abandoned entirely. For reasons, which I 
have stated on former occasions, I perfer 
the remonetization of silver to the complete 
demonetization of both of the prectous 
metals; and I therefore ‘favor the imme- 
diate restoration of the free and unlimited 
coinage of gold and silver at the present 
ratio of 16 to 1, without waiting for the 
aid or consent of any other nation on 
earth.’ 

“Believing that the creation of money 
is an attribute of sovereignty, I am op- 
posed to farming out the right to any pn- 
vate individual or corporation whatever, 
and, in case the precious metals do not 
furnish a sufficient suppiy, favor the issue 
‘of full legal tender paper, redeemable in. 
coin, by the general government, in such 
quantities that the volume of the currency, 
goid, silver and paper together, will be so 
adjusted to the needs of commerce that 
the dollar will be stable in the purchasing 
power, and thus defraud neither debtor nor 
creditor. 

Opposes Gold Contracts. 

“I shall also favor such legislation as will 
hereafter prohibit the making of cuntracts 
for a particular kind of money. No person 
should be permitted to demonetize by con- 
tract a nation’s money. 

“The fact that the purchasers of the 

bonds recently issued (and issued, as I be- 
fieva 4withowt reasonable excuse) drew 
from the treagury more than 18,000,000 in 
gold, to pay for the bonds sold to obtain 
gold, shows the viciousness of the policy 
followed by the present administration and 
by the preceding republican administra... 
tion, of allowing the holders of greenbacks 
.and treasury notes to demand gold only® 
for redemption. The government has, and 
should exercise, the option of paying either 
gold or silver on all coin obligations, If 
the government will exercise this option 
in the interest of the people generally, it 
will not be necessary to further burden 
the taxpayers by issues of mterést-bearing 
bonds in time of peace. Until the goyern- 
ment does exercise its right to pay in sil- 
ver when that is most convenient, it will 
be at the mercy of any band of conspira- 
tors who may find a pecuniary advantage 
in depleting the gold reserve. No issue of 
bonds, however great or frequent, can 
maintain a gold reserve so long as the Op- 
tion is given to the noteholder and the 
moneyed interests find a profit in the in- 
crease of our bonded indebtedness. 

“The eiection of United States senators 
by the people is becoming more and more 
important, as great corporations become 
better able to select their agents through 
legislative caucuses. No constitution is too 
sacred to be amended when changed con- 
ditions make such amendment mecessary. 
mach generation is capable of seif-zgovern- 
ment, apd must suit to its peculiar needs 
the machinery of government and the laws. 
The house in this congress and in the last, 
by more than two-thirds majority, voted 
to submit such an amendment to the states 
for ratification. Thus’ far the senate has 
refused to listen to the popular demand 
fer the direct election of its members. If 
it shall continue to stand in the way of this 
refc.rm, I shall faver the other alternative 
Suggested in the constitution, and urge 
the pres tage of such an amendment by 
a convention called at the r - 
thirds, of the states. eT ee

London, August 4—The leaders of the 
unionist party in parliament have served 
notice upon the government that if the 
evicted tenants’ bill is transformed into a vol 
untary measure i will have some chance of 
receiving the gracious consideration of the 
house of lords. The provision for the com- 
pulsory reinstatement of an evicted tenant 
with the assistance of public funds. the 
unionists denounce as @ species of plunder- 
ing. A provision for voluntary reinstate- 
ment, giving the landlords a greater de- 
gree of control over the arrangements for 
reinstatement, they think, might avert the 
rejection of the bill by the house of lords, 
but otherwise, they contend that it has 
no chance of acceptance by the peers, 

The Irish members, however, while anx- 
fous to obtain some form of a measure to 
relieve the present situation, feel that the 
abandonmeat of the compulsory provision 
is impossible. Redmond and Sexton concur 
in seeking some sort of a compromise that 
will enable the evicted tenants to obtain 
speedy relief, as the Paris fund can- 
not be reckoned upon for some 
time to come. It is certain that the fund 
cannot be released in time to alleviate the 
distress which the coming winter is_ sure 
to bring, but no form ef compromise nas 
yet been hit upon that is likely to be ac- 
ceptable to the opponents of the bill in its 
present shape. 

John Morley hag written a letter to Leen- 
ard Courtney, who is charged with the 
private negotiations on behalf of the un- 
ionist leaders, stipulating that if the bill 
passes its second reading in the house of 
lords the government will consider the lords’ 
amendment in committee. This proposal was 
laid before Lord Salisbury and the duke of 
Devonshire, who refused to consider it, 
but they offered the alternative that if the 
compulsory clauses of the bill were with- 
drawn before the measure finally passed the 
house of commons the bill would then 
pass its second reading in the house of 
lords. This appears to be the end of the 
negotiations. 

The radicals and nationalists, discussing 
the situation in the lobby, are agreed that 
the government ought to immediately ap- 
peal to the country in the event of the 
rejection of the bill by the house of lords. 
The debate on the evicted tenants’ bill in 
the house of lords has been fixed for Au- 
gust 138th. 

Rosebery Still a “Sport.” 

Despite the persistent remonstrances 
against Lord Rosebery’s horse racing pro- 
clivities, which have been especially Rumer- 
ous from the dissident liberals, the premier 
adheres to fhis sporting bent. He has 
entered three horses for the Derby of 1896 
Pand has a similar number of entries for the 
‘Oaks, while the entries for the other lead- 
‘ing events of that year will include one or 
more of his horses. The Derby of 1895 is 
likely to become memorable as having 
the largest number of yearling nomina- 
tions of any Derby on record. A natable 
feature of this prospective event is ‘the 
large increase of foreign subscribers, which 
inelude the Lorillards, the Keenes, August 
Belmont and Colonel O. H. Payne. Several 
descendants of Iroquois, the winner of the 
Derby thirteen years ago, have been entered. 
The prince of Wales nominates three colts 
for the Derby and three for the Oaks. The 
duke of Devonshire, the duke of Hamilton 
and the duke of Portland have together 
entered seventeen horses and Lionel Roths- 
child six. The entries comprise all of the 
elements of a great race. 

A Hot Fight Expected. 

The trades union congress, which will 
open ait Norwich on September 3d, promises 
an unusual development of the political side 
of trades‘ unionism. The session will cover 
five days, and notices have already been 
given of 119 resolutions. The independent 
labor organizations are endeavoring to se- 
cure a greater share of power and a hot 
fight is expected. They are already canvass- 
ing for the election of Tom Mann as sec- 
retary and fer votes whereby to se- 
cure an increased representation in the 
council. There will bé a hot fight between 
Mann and Fenwick, who is also a candidate 
for secretary. The latter is accused by the 
independents of being a confirmed govwern- 
ment place hunter. 

John Burns has given notice of his inten- 
tion to move a petition tq the government 
against further toleration of the house of 
lords and other resolutions will be intro- 
duced demanding such reform in parlia- 
mentary procedure as will put an end to 
obstruction. There will also be resolutions 
aiming at the amendment of the jury lav, 
the prevention ofspauper immigration, the 
amendment of the poor law administration 
and calling attention to the necegsity of 
passing the employers’ liability bill in the 
.form in which &t left the house of commons. 
Some unions propose to discusg the attitude 
of trades unionism toward militant social- 
ism and anarchy.

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JAPS TAKEN PRISONERS. 


They Were Seized on an English Ship 
and Were Returned. : 

Londgn, August 4.—A dispatch to The 
Times from iTen-Tsin says that thirteen 
Japanese were forcibly taken by the Chi- 
nese from on board the British steamer 
Chun King. They were at once returned to 
that vessel upon the order of the viceroy, 
who issued such instructions the moment he 
was informed of the incident. The viceroy 
also sent an apology to the British consul, 
and ordered the punishment of those re- 
sponsible for the removal of the Japanese 
from the ship. 

All of the Japanese residents of Pekin 
have left that city. 

Will Be Given Up. 

Shanghai, August 4.—Captain Galsworthy, 
the chief officer of the Tamplin, and quar- 
termaster general of the sunken trans- 
port, Kow Shung, was rescued by the boats 
of the Japanese cruiser, taken to Sasebo, 
and held as a prisoner. Admiral Sir E. R. 
Fremantle, in command of the British 
China squadron, ordered the Alacrity, with 
four guns, 1,700 tons, Captain George A. 
Callaghan, from Sushina to Sasebo, with in- 
structions to demand the release of the 
British sailors. Upon the arrival of the 
Alacrity at Nagasaki, the commander of the 
British warship was informed that the.pris- 
oners would be delivered up to him today at 
Nagasaki. 

Japanese Account of the Battie. — 

Paris, August 4.—The Japanese rhinister 
has received an official dispatch from To- 
kio, giving an account of the battle which 
was fought on July 29th between Japanese 
and Chinese troops at Yashan. The dispatch 
says that General Oshima, commander of 
the Japanese army in Corea, made an at- 
tdck upon the Chinese position on the morn- 
ing of July 29th, and, after five hours’ fight- 
ing, routed the Chinese and captured their 
entrenchments. The Chinese fled to their 
boats and many of them made their escape. 

The Japanese captured a number of flags, 
four gums and a large quantity of ammuzni- 
tion, and fully occupied the Chinese quar- 
‘ters.; The Chimese loss .was 500 killed and 
wounded. 

This is the first fight, which has hereto- 
fore been reported as resulting in a victory 
for the Chinese, with a loss to the Japanese 
of 2,000 men. . 

Negotiating for War Material. 

London, August 4.—In spite of the instruc- 
tions which were sent to Admiral Freman- 
tle, in command of the China station, not to 
allow British ships to-carry war material to 
either China or Japan, it is known that the 
Chinese minister here is busy with the 
Armstrong people of England and the 
Krupp concern of @ermany. All parties 
having good, bad or indifferent war mate- 
rial for sale are in negotiation with both 
the Chinese and Japanese representatives 
and both countries are knownz to be placing 
large orders. The Japanese, for instance, 
expect to be able to dispatch a steamship 
‘full of war material from England for Ja- 
pan next week: It is stated that this fur- 
nishing of munitions of war to Japan and 
China is a lear violation of the laws of 


neutrality. 


GEORGE GOULD’S CLOSE CALL 
He Fell from a Launch Into the Sea, 
buat Was Rescued. 

Cowes, Ishe of Wight, August 4.--George 
J. Gould had a narrow escape from drown- 


a steam launch off the Spit lightship. Just 
as Mr. Gould was walking across a plank 
between the two vessels the iaunch gave a 
sudden lurch and he fell into the sea. He 
was wearing a mackintosh at the time, and 
this garment flew over his head, and for a 
time his situation was critical. However 
he kept his head while treading water, 
threw his arms up, and, just as he was 
sinking, sugageeded in“getting the mackin- 
tosh clear of his head. Gasping for breath 
he held out his hand to the Vigilant people 
who caught it in the nick of time and drag- 
ged him on board the sloop.

Rutherfordton, N. C., August 4.—John 
Lewis, a,negro about thirty years of age 
and known to be a desperate character, 
was shot and killed today by Town Marshal 
John Shotwell. Lewis was under arrest 
and was trying to raise money to pay his 
fine, for drunkenness and disorderly con- 
duct. He got into a dispute with Shotwell 
and advanced on him. Shotwell pulled his 
pistol and shot Lewis three times‘in the 
side and back.

‘ROYALTY WAS OUT IN FULL FORCE 


There Were No Cheers for the Winnen 
George Gould Fell Overboard and 
He Had to Tread Water 


Cowes, August 4—The ‘Vigilant somewhat 
retrieved her reputation today in a splendid 
tussle for a prize of $500 over the course 
of the Royal yacht squadron. She beat the 
prince of Wales cutter, the Britannia, in 
a brisk breeze, that held almost true from 
Start to finish over a course of forty-eight 
nautical miles, a third of which was in the 
open water of the English canal. There 
was a channel sea, celebrated for coppinesa, 
supposed to be resistless to American 
models which did not materially interfere 
with the triumphant progress of the white 
New York slope. The speed of the racers 
will best illustrate the kind of breeze that 
drove them over the course. 

The Vigilant never did better in any match 
race or regatta in which she has taken 
part... She covered the course in four hours, 
six minutes and forty seconds, or at an 
hourly average of gbout eleven and one-haif 
knots. The wind fluctuated between about 
fourteen and eighteen knots. 

The Vigilant beat the Brittannia by six 
minutes and thirty-three seconds actual 
time, and four minutes and twenty-nine 
seconds, cosrect time, the Yankee yacht 
allowing the Briton two minutes and four 
seconds. 

Mr. Gould was represented on the’ Bri- 
tannia by Commodore E. D. Morgan, of 
the New York Yacht Club, and the prince 
of Wales was represented on the Vigilant 
by Colonel "Paget. The impression here is 
that the Vigilant cannot be defeated in 
such ‘weather as the yachts had today by 
any British model. 

A multitude of sightseers, with a decided 
preference for keel yachts, gathered here 
in all mamner of floating things. Royalty 
was well represented. There was never a 
more resplendent fleet of pleasure craft 
in the Solent, and at Spithead, at any pre- 
vious race in British yachting annals. Hes 
majesty’s ship, Dreadnaught, and the Ger- 
man naval schoolship, tHe Losch, lay off 
the club house of the noyal yacht’s squad- 
‘ron. 

The finish and start of the contest were 
visible from several points of land, the 
nearest of which was West Cowes, and the 
villas and hotels were crowded with guests, 
some Of whom had paid fabulous prices for 
rooms. 

The course had four turns. It ran almost 
due east and west, each leg being about 
twelve miles in length. The first part of the 
courge was to a mark boat off Lepe, in the 
Solent; thence, eastward, through Spithead 
to and around the Warner lightship, out in 
the channel, and back to the starting point 
off Cowes; twice around. 

It was over practically this same course 
a ear today that the Sanitata beat royal 
Phelps Carroll’s center-boarder, Navahoe, 
by seven minutes and four seconds., 

The sky was cloudless and the yachts 
sailed out of the starting Nne. There was 
a good breeze -from the southwest, thaz, 
to be weather-wise skippers and alert pilots, 
seemed to have in it the promise of royal 
yachting later in the day. The experts in 
both yachts evidently expected a fresh 
wind, as' they had only working topsails 
set instead of the wide-spreading club top- 
sails so frequently seen in preceding races. 

How the Race Was Run. 


The start was one of the cleverest ever 
seen hereabouts. The yachts came for the 
line on the port tack, the Britannia to ths 
windward. The starting gun boomed at 
10:30 e’clock, and five seconds later both 
boats crossed the line so evenly that one 
obscured the other, and at a distance they 
appeared like a single yacht. It was a short 
beat to Lepe against a strong ebb tide, with 
two long legs and a short one. The Britan- 
nia seemed to be leading until the yachts 
drew near Lepe. She stood too long on the 
.last leg, and the Vigilant jibed around the 
mark 55 seconds ahead of her. Time—Vigi- 
lant 10:55:05; Britannia 10:56. \ 

In the run from Lepe to the Warner light- 
ship, with the wind, which was freshening 
a bit, over the starboard quarter, both 
yachts set their jib top sails. Passing the 
clubhouse on their way to the light ship, it 
was seen that the center boarder had in- 
creased her lead to one minute and ten sec- 
ands. Time—Vigilant 11:03:16; Britannia 
11:04:26. 

The Britannia lest a few more seconds on 
the way out. 

At the Warner, the Vigilant was one min- 
ute and forty-five seconds ahead, having 
gamed fifty seconds since she jibed around 
Lepe. Time at Warner—Vigilant 11:48:20; 
Britannia 11:50:05. 

In the twelve-mile stretch back to Lepe, 
close hauled, the Vigilant made the hearts 
of hundreds of Americans bound by her 
performance. The yachts wen: seen only 
indistinctly from shore after rounding the 
Warner, as a misty rain had set in. The 
breeze shifted a trifle to the southward, and 
glorious whitécaps sent welcome to the 
vision of Americans, and began to lighten 
the lumpy surface of Solene. As the yachts 
pagsed the clubhouse, the Vigilant led by 
three minutes and fifty-two seconds. Sh: 
had gained, since she rounded the Warnes 
two minutes and seven seconds. Time—Vig- 
flant 12:38:32; Britannia 12:42:24. 

After passing tke clubhouse, the yachts 
made a broad reach of it to Lepe, the wind 
having apt around further to the south- 
ward, enabling the yachts to carry their 
big jib topsails. The Vigilant ran hers up 
in stops and broke it out somewhat before 
the Britannia set hers. They jibed the 
Lepe mark boat as follows: Time—Vigilant 
12:49:15; Britannia 12:55:05. 

They Ran Home Close Hauled. 


The wind had acquired additional force, 
and a more southerly tendency. It was a 
reach, with jib topsails to the Warner. The 
time of the yachts, as taken when they 
passed the clubhouse on the last run to the 
Warner, showed that the Britannia had 
picked up one minute and forty seconds 
since rounding the Lepe mark. Time at 
‘the elubhouse—Vigilant 1:00:30;

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WANY RUMORS AFLOAT ABOUT IT 


Ms. StabJman Mey Decline Re-clection 
Mr. Sol. Haas ‘en of for 
the Position. 


The 224 day of August will be a fateful 
@ay in the affairs of the Southern Railway 
and Steamship Association. 


‘ On that day will be held at Manhattan 
Beach the meeting of the controlling 
forces, of that organization, who recently 
adjourned at a very critical stage of their 


At that meeting two or three things vi- 
tally affecting the association may occur. 
There may be a change of officers. There 
may be a lack of agreement on the part 
of the representatives of the railroads. 
And there is a rumor current to the ef- 
fect that there is a bare probability of the 
disintegration of the asgociation . 

Few can be found among the railroad men 
of the country who believe that the latter 
Fumor can possibly be true. Nevertheless 
occurrences at the last meeting .of the 
association, which adjourned a fortnight 
ago, gives slight color to the report. 

One of the mest important and interest- 
ing stories concerning the coming 
meeting of the association is that which 
wefers to the probable change of officers of 
the association. It is said that Hon. E. 
B. Staylman, the present commissioner, 
may deciine re-election, and in the same 
connection it is said that there is oppost- 
tion to Mr. Stahlman from certain sources. 

None of the officials of the Southern 
Railway and Steamship Association no: 
the representatives of any of the railroads 
belonging to the organization will talk for 
publication, but it is a well authenticated 
story that Mr. Stahlman has not decided 
whether he will accept re-eleetion or not. 

Mr. Stahiman is not in a position to talk, 
and refuses to be interviewed at all upon 
the’ subject, but it is a known fact among 
those on the inside that the failure to re- 
elect him at the recent meeting at Manhat- 
tan Beach, called to elect officers and to 
sign the new agreement, was in accoriance 
with a request that he made to the mem- 
bers of the association. 

It was something of a surprise to those 
who keep up with the affairs of the asso- 
ciation when the meeting adjourned with- 
out electing officers or without signing 
the new agreement. This was the announc- 
ed purpose of the meeting. ‘The agreement 
ef the association expired July 3ist, and with 
it the term of office of Commissioner Stahl- 
mun. The association met to make the 
agreement for another year and to elect 
@ new commissioner, but after several 
days’ meeting, at which very little of any 
interest- was transacted, neither of these 
things was done. 

Naturally this failure to act on these 
important matters, caused the railroad 
men to wonder. They could not arrive af 
any satisfactery conclusion concerning the 
causes that led to such a state ef affairs, 
but little by little it began fo be tala 
that the members of the association were 
not satisfied with the agreement. 

Now comes the stories’ that the’ mem- 
bers present_at the meeting were not all 
of one accord, and that their fallure to 
sign a mew agreement wag the result of 
their failure to reach a satisfactory under- 
standing. -On the heels of this story comes 
the talk of the probable refugal of Mr. 
Stahiman to accept the commissionership 
for another term. 

It is not a secret that there is some op- 
position to Mr. Stahlman—not enough, per- 
to defeat him for re-election, but 
enough to cause contention and dissatisfac- 
tion. This opposition is mainly from lines 
Outside of the association, and arises from 
the vigorous course which the commis- 
sioner has pursued toward all who have 
Violated the agreement of the association. 

in carrying out the letter of the agreement 
he has been as unrelenting as a proseeuting 
attorney and has not failed in a single 
instance to make the erring roads come 
up and pay the penalty. Naturally such ac- 
tion has made opposition to him, and the 
boycotts he hag ordered May result in some 
legislation on the association by the next 
general assembly. 

Commissioner StahIman stands in the same 
relation to the railroads belonging to the 
association as a prosecuting attorney occu- 
pies with relation to the people. It is his duty 
to watch out for all violations 
punish them. He has done 
this with unsparing hand. Dur- 
ing the past.year he has carried forty- 
six cases before the board of arbitration 
and hag had a number of the roads fined. 
The penalty for violation is from $20 to 
$6.000. 

Two of the lines who are understood to 
Oppose the commissioner are the Norfolk 
and Western and the Merchants and Miners’ 
Transportation Company. Neither of these 
belongs to the association, having with- 
drawn some time ago, after being heavily 
fined on two or three counts prepared by 
Mr. Stahlman. It is said that these roads 
went to the association meeting recently 
With the proposition that if a new com. 
missioner were elected they would re- 
turn to the association. ‘ 

Such opposition amounts to little so far 
as Mr. Stahlmdn’s standing with the asso- 
ciated lines is concerned. His worth to the 
association is too highly appreciated to 
edmit of his being defeated, and the only 
thing that could interfere with his contin- 
wance in office is a refusal on his part to 
accept re-election. 

It is said that Mr. Sol Haas will be elect- 
ed to the commissionership in the event 
that Commissioner Sitahiman goes out. 
And it is said, too, that if there is any op- 


, posing candidate when the election comes 


off that it will be Mr. Haas. There are 
those who favor him for the place and it 
is known that he is not disinclined to the 
position 

Mr. Haas is reported to be anything but 
@atisfied with the position that he now has 
as assistant to President Spencer of the 
Southern, and he has been spoken of 
for several new positions recently.

A New Union Depot. 

It is well known to everybody that 
‘Atlanta imperatively needs a union 
depot that will adequately accommo- 
date the railroads and the public, 

At present we have no union depot. 
We have a carshed which is altogether 
too small as a shelter, and it is without 
the conveniences that should go with 
such a structure. Nearly a dozen rail- 
Ways center here and there will be 
others in the course of a few years. The 
traveling public and the railroads need 
a depot worthy of Atlanta and of the 
important interests connected with our 
great transportation systems. In the 
course of two or three years the depot 
will have to be built as a matter of 
necessity, and it will cost more to build 
it then than now while labor and ma- 
terials are cheap. 

Tke railroads will find it a matter of 
economy to make this needed improve- 
ment without unnecessary delay. The 
work should be commenced this fall. 
Next year the exposition will draw im- 
mense crowds to the city and every 
road centering here will haye a rush 
of travel and traffic. 

There is no time to be lost. The city 
outgrew the carshed years ago, and it 
cannot do without a large and first- 
class union depot for even another 
twelve months. This is the verdict of 
our business men, travelers and, enter- 
prising railroad men, Our southern 
railway managers are now taking more 
interest than ever in these matters, and 
the revival of business in the south 
promises them largely increased profits. 
We hope that one of their first progres- 
sive steps will be in the direction here 
indica.ed, and we can assure them that 
it will be to their interest as well-as to 


the interest of Atlanta.

A Wise Action. 
From every part of the state comes 
praise at the action of the democratic 
state convention in directing that here- 
after all primary elections preceding 
the regular state election shall take 
place on the same-day. The resolution 
providing for this vast improvement 
over the present system was introduced 
by Hon. Washington Dessau, of the 
Bibb county delegation, and under his 
skillful. leadership it mwas carried 
through the breakers of opposition and 
after an interesting contest was adopted 
by an overwhelming majority. 
Heretofore in the primary action of 
the several counties of the state, there 
has been no uniformity in date, method, 
or regulation. Every county has acted 
independently of every other county, 
and our state primary has gencrally 
amounted to a long-drawn-out go-as-you- 
please, some ccunties acting as early as 
March and others as late as August. 
This makes the campaign several 
months longer than it ought to be, and 
it allows the earlier counties to exer- 
cise an influence which their action 
should not have over the counties act- 
ing later. 
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under the new plan, It is a step in 
the right direction, and ‘we regret that 
the convention did mot go one step 
farther and instruct that not only shall 
all the counties act on the same day, 
but require that each primary shall be 
held by ballot and not by mass meet- 
ing. The latter ig certainly the fairest 
way, and what is fairest must be the 
best. | 
We hope that the general assembly, 
following the line of the action of the 
state convention, will pass a law which 
will do away with the necessity which 
requires the people to go to the ballot 
box so many times every year, and give 
them an opportunity to dispose of all 
their regular elections on one day as 
in other states. There is no earthly 
reason why our election for state and 
cownty officers and for congressmen 
should not take place on the same day, 
and yet as it stands now it takes three 
days to do the work. The state election 
occurs in October, the federal election 
in November and the election for county 
officers in January. This is vexatious 
to the voter, annoying to the business 
man and generally useless. This can 
be remedied by the legislature, and it 
will do a great service for the people if 
it acts promptly on the matter in the 
approaching fall session. 

We congratulate Mr, Dessau on the 
inauguration of the reform which should 
now be taken up by the people and 
pushed to its logical conclusion.

The new chairman of the state demo- 
cratic executive committee, Hon. A. 8. 
Clay, is fortunate in finding the affairs 
of the executive committee in better 
shape than they have.ever been in at 
the close of one administration and the 
beginning of another, and the democrats 
of the state should be under lasting ob- 
ligations to Hon. Allen Fort, the retir- 
ing chairman, for the splendid work he 
has done in bringing about this condi- 
tion. 

Judge Fort succeeded Mr. Atkinson on 
the latter’s resignation as chairman of 
the state committee. Instead of satis- 
fying himself by allowing the com- 
mittee at its March meeting simply to 
fix a date for a state convention and 
then adjourn, he determined to take 
time by the forelock and have the af- 
fairs of the executive committee in such 
shape as to enable the new committee 
to dispense entirely with preliminary 
work and to proceed at once to the se- 
rious business of the campaign imme- 
diately after the August convention. He 
put himself in communication with the 
chairman of every county committee, 
and so systematically and successfully 
did he prosecute his work that he has 
already turned over to Mr. Clay a com- 
plete roster of the party organization 
by militia districts in every county in 
the state, with much yery valuable pre- 
liminary data which the committee 
could not have obtained in two or three 
weeks, 

This characteristic forethought of 
Judge Fort and the valuable service 
rendered by him were properly recog- 
nized by fhe executive committee at its 
meeting Friday, it having unanimously 
tendered him thanks for his splendid 
efforts by which the new committee had 
been put in possession of all the infor- 
mation whieh will enable it to begin at 
once a vigorous campaign. 

The party was very fortunate in hay- 
ing secured the services of Judge Fort 
on Mr. Atkinson’s resignation, for there 
is not another man in the state who 
could have left the affairs of the com- 
mittee in better condition. The demo- 
crats of the state owe him a debt of

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The Nicaragua Canal. 

The failure of congress to come to 
the aid of the Nicaragua canal enter- 
prise by guaranteeing its bonds may 
cause the canal to fall under the con- 
trol of some European power. Already 
it is announced that English capitalists 
are willing to furnish the money re- 
quired, and we may rest assured that 
when British capital is invested in the 
canal the British government will con- 
trol it, As The New York Times puts 
it, financial control carries with it goy- 
ernmental control. 

The present status of the matter is 
to be regretted because the south has 
more interest in the proposed water: 
way than any other section of the coun- 
try. An able article on the subject in 
The Baltimore Manufacturers’ Record 
Says: 

Reduced to its simplest terms we have the 
plain proposition that the Nicaragua canal 
will reduce the rates of freight between the 
eastern ani western portions of the United 
States. This reduction will not be simply 
in goods carried by sea, but just as has 
happened in the belt of attraction to the 
great lakes, and in all parts of the world 
where water competition exists, the rates 
of transportation on land must, perforce, 
approximate the rates by water. Thus we 
may anticipate a reduction of freight 
charges by rail of fully 25 per cent through- 
out the greater ‘portion of the United 
States west of the Mississippi when the 
Nicaragua canal igs opened, and the total 
reduction between the east and the west, 
averaging the rates by sea and land, will 
certainly be no less than 60 per cent. The 
natural result of such reduction will be 
that throughout hundreds of thousands of 
square miles of territory it will be possible 
to enormouslv increase the agricultural and 
mineral production, where today the rates 
of transportation impede or prevent the 
growth of industry. This means that vast 
areas now deserted or thinly peopled will 
offer inducements to a large’ population, 
whieh will swiftly rush in and fill them 
with the hum of civilization. But such a 
growth of population implies a large con- 
sumption of manufactured goods. These 
must come from the older centers, and 
henge must follow activity in every branch 
of commerce; the producer of raw materials 
busy supplying the needs of the manufac- 
turer, the merchant busy filling orders and 
the agriculturist busy feeding an army of 
workers who have money to buy freely 
what he sends to market, 

Such has been the effect upon a portion of 
the United States through the improvement 
to navigation on the great lake system of 
the northwest. No one doubts that the phe- 
nomenal growth of the region tributary to 
the water route from Duluth through to 
New York has been in a large part due 
to the fact that such a through route by 
water has been opened, and. no one can 
gainsay the fact that it is precisely in this 
belt of country where, by reason of water 
eoempetition, the railroad freight rates a 
the lowest in the United States, that the 
rai.roads themsel most | 
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uld be larger in propo! 
gulf ports 

a waterway that will render the Pacific 
accessible. The geographical situation 
of our southern ports will draw to them 
-& tremendous foreign commerce when 
we haye better and cheaper communi- 
cation between the two oceans. 

The government can well afford to 
guarantee the canal company’s bonds 
because it will be amply secured. Ex- 
perts haye figured it out that the net 
income of the cana] will be $13,000,000 
a year, and out of this the government 
can certainly get enough to reimburse 
it for its advances on interest account, 
and meet current interest and provide a 
sinking fund to take up the bonds at 
maturity. The commerce of all nations 
will have to foot the bill: 

It is to be hoped that our southern 
congressmen will solidly support the 
effort to have the canal constructed by 
an American company. If the enter- 
prise passes under British control it 
will be a calamity to the entire country 
and especially to the south.

The reports from the commercial 
agencies of Dun and Bradstreet in our 
issue of yesterday showed an increas- 
ing volume of business and better col- 
lections in the south.

We expected this and look for a 
brighter outlook every week from now 
on. There is a general improvement all 
over the country, but it is more marked 
here in the south than anywhere else. 
It will strike thoughtful observers of 
the situation that now is the best time 
for the south to present her advantages 
in the most attractive shape. We need 
a good deal of judicious advertising and 
we fully agree with the following views 
of a New York banker: 

The west, with comparatively few ad- 
vantages, has had a very marvelous prog- 
ress by reason of the unbounded liberality 
and energy of its people. The west believes 
in spending money to make the world know 
What opportunities it offers. It was per- 
sistent advertising, costing millions of dol- 
lars, that made the west. No other sec- 
tion of this country ever spent money so 
freely as the west for this purpose, and the 
reward is seen in a magnificent growth in 
a country of infinitely less material advan- 
tages than the south. Before the south will 
have its full measure of growth its people 
must be more liberal in spending money 
for advertising. It is utter folly for them 
to expect that others are going to look for 
opportunities for investment or are going 
to spend money to advance the south unless 
they see the south spending money in its 
own behalf. If your southern cities, south- 
ern towns, southern real estate owners and 
agents and your southern railroads will 
spend money, and spend it freely, they will 
be met with a spirit of liberality on the 
part of northern people interested in the 
south. 

There is a large volume of sound busi- 


ness sense in this paragraph. Men of 
capital and enterprise cannot be ex- 
pected to come down here on exploring 
tours. They want full and reliable in- 
formation about the south before they 
come, so that they will.know just where 
to go, and just what localities offer them 
the best opportunities in their various 
lines of business and developnmnt.

There is a singular statement in the 
report of the factory inspector of New 
York for the year 18093. 

It is to the effect that there was never 
a brighter business year than was pre- 
saged by the opening mouths of 1893. 
Factories were running on full time, 
and so full were the mills with orders.

made for the privilege of working over- 
time. Not a single disturbance was re- 
ported in the labor market, 

This was the condition during the 
first five months of the year, when a 
crash came which was inexplicable to 
the department. 

The New York Sun admits that this 
crash was produced by the refusal of 
the bankers to discount paper until the 
purehasing clause of the Sherman act 
had been repealed, Passing this state- 
ment over, The Sun goes on to ascribe 
the business paralysis to the impending 
revision of the tariff. 

Was not the fact that the tariff was 
to be turned upside down known as well 
on the 10th of November, 1892, as well 
as it was in September of the year fol- 
lowing? ‘The election of Grover Cleve- 
land, with a democratic house and sen- 
ate, was full notice to the people, and 
yet the first five months of 1893 were 
marked by business prosperity until— 

The bankers refused to discount paper. 

It was the Wall street conspiracy, 
therefore, which had decreed the de- 
monetization of silver, that upset the 
business interests of the country and 
brought on the panie which followed, 
A financial system which enables a few 
men to ruin the business of the country 
in order to force up the purchasing pow- 
er of the gold they hold, is one that the 
country would be well rid of.

Our Spanish-American! Friends. ®@ 

In one respect the Cotton States and 
International exposition will possess his- 
toric character. 

It will bring together the sons of the 
rival races whieh fought for the mas- 
tery of the western hemisphere. 

The world’s fair at Chicago celebrated 
the discovery of America by Christo- 
pher Columbus, Four hundred’ years 
before Europe was overflowing with in- 
habitants and even the islands of the 
sea had been called under subjection 
to man’s use. The discovery of the new 
world meant much more than an addi- 
tion to. geographical knowledge. It fur- 
nished an ontlet for the crowded lands 
of Europe, and delayed the general up- 
setting of dynasties, which was -pre- 
cipitated three hundred years later by 
the French revolution. An event of 
such moment to the whole world was 
deserving of the recognition which was 
given to it in Chicago. It found the 
civilization, to a large degree, 
ferred to the shores of the new world. 

The coming fair, however, will bring 
together the sons of the two races which 
led the hosts for the conquest of this 
new territory, The Englishman on the 
north Atlantic caast and the Spaniard 
on the south Atlantic were active and 
formidable rivals. England, backed by 
the northern races of Eurepe, estab- 
lished colonies and pushed into the in- 
terior. Spain, backed by Portugal, was 
similarly engaged, The history of the 
frontier and colonial days of each con- 
tinent is familiar to students of history. 
The subsequent revolt of the colonists 
against both mother countries is also 
known. , 

But, as we quoted the Argentine min- 
ister yesterday, it is astonishing how 
little our people know of the present 
condition of the Spanish-American re- 
publics. We are ignorant of the fact 
that these republics are inhabited by 
intelligent and patriotic citizens, that 
their public men are educated, many of 
them in Europe, that their systems of 
public schools are of high order, and 
that the mass of the people are made of 
such stuff as we might expect in the 
descendants of the hardy pioneers who 
pushed the English such a close race. 

The governments of these Spanish- 
American people will be asked to be 
represented at the Cotton States and 
International exposition. An extended 
article, in another column, gives some 
idea of the extent and resources of 
those countries. Aside from that patri- 
otism which should urge Americans to 


clasp hands, our own interests will be 


subserved by cultivating our southern 
neighbors. The imports into the single 
republic of Uruguay amount annually 
to $30,000,000. While but a little over 
one million of this goes from the United 
States there is no reason why almost 
all of it should not, if our merchants 
would but cultivate the trade. The state- 
ment made that the United States only 
exported into that country $53,000 of 
cotton and eotton goods, while England 
exported $2,000,000 worth, shows how 
we stand in our own light. 

If the Cotton States and International 
exposition should be the fortunate in- 
atrumentality through which this state 
of affairs should be corrected, it will 
have accomplished a greater work than 
any exposition that has ever preceded it.

Hon. Patrick Walsh, Georgia’s Junior 
Senator, the Man for the Times. 
Editor Constitution:Senator Walsh stands 
for the senate. This is right and he will 
succeed himself.

‘Like most new indusiries, it 
made a small beginning and the product 
had a very limited market. But its supe- 
rior quality seon gained for it an eager 
demand at a high price. It is now soid 
at Cartersville for $16 to $18 per ton. 
while the standard Pennsylvania ochres 
sell for less than half that price in Phila- 
delphia. The Cartersville ochre, on account 
of its great purity, is essentially a metallic 
paint, while the ordinary ochres of com- 
merce are merely clays stained with iron 
oxide. Its beautiful greenish yellow color 
and its high per cent of iron make it pe- 
culiarly valuable as an ingredient in the 
manufacture of linoleum. A large propor- 
tion of the Cartersville product is shipped 
to Europe. Two new mines are being open- 
ed and put in operation that will greatly 
increase the output. One of these belongs 
to Mr. William B. Shaffer, of Pennsylva- 
nia, and the other to Mr. T. R. Jones, of 
Cartersville. I can say from a personal 
examination of these properties that their 
operation will add largely to the material 
wealth of Georgia.”

A Negro Girl Makes a Desperate Broak 
HER HEAD. HIT THE GROUND FIRST 


A Boy Wanted in Marietta Taken from the 
Train Last Night—Tom Barrett Back, 
Other Pelice News. - 


A wild leap for liberty from an electric 
car going at full tilt down grade was 
made yesterday by Kate Clayton, a col- 
ored girl under arrest for retailing whisky 
without license. The attempt to escape 
was made on the Traction line between 
the barracks and Atlanta, and by lucky 
chance the woman was not killed. 

The barracks has been the scene of many 
arrests upon the charge of retailing whis-. 
ky recently and blind tigers have lurked 
about the place in abundance, but the vig- 
ilence of the county officers has reduced 
the supply and they have waged determined 
warfare upon the many jag factories. 

Friday morning Kate Clayton was ar- 
rested and brought in to thé Fulton county 
jail, from which place she*® was taken 
yesterday morning by Officer Thomas, | 
who carried her out to Justice Cook for 
preliminary hearing. The testimony was 
strong against her, as tt was shown that 
she had been selling liquor extensively 
for some months. Upon this evidence she 
was committed to trial before the state 
courts upon a bond of $300. This she was 
not able to give and Officer Thomas started 
back to the city with her. They boarded 
the car which left the barracks at 4 
o’clock in the afternoon. During the trip 
the negress had shown no desire to resist 
and conducted herself in a quiet manner. 
It was not thought necessary to handcuff 
her. 

A few minutes after the car had left the 
barracks, and while it was shooting at 
high speed down grade, the girl suddenly 
rose to her feet and plunged headforemost 
to the ground. She struck with terrific 
force upon her cranium and rolled over to 
one side in a gully. As soon as possible 
the cat was stopped and Officer Thomas 
rushed back, expecting to find her a corpse. 
Except for a few bruises, however, she 
appeared all right and was able tc continue 
the journey. 

Weken she arrived at the jail the woman 
was wild and talked in a loud and excited 
manner. She said that anotner woman 
swore against her at the trial and that 
she would kill her for it or die in the at- 
tempt. 

Later {n the afternoon Jailer Mardis re- 
ceived a note from Justice Cook warning 
him to be careful about taking bond for 
her, as she was considered the most des- 
perate negro he had ever tried.

Officers Wooten and Walton board- 
ed the train on Simpson street. Krom a 
brief description which they had of the 
boy wanted in Marietta they. arrested a 
negro who was standing on the rear plat- 
form. As the men came to him whe made 
an effort to jump from the train, but De- 
tective Wooten got hold of him and suc- 
ceeded in jerking. him back on. The boy 
who said hig name was James Thomas gq 
Campbell, appeared frightened and couid 
tell no plausible tale of his presence in 
Atlanta. Officer Harris joined them at the, 
carshed and down to police station they 
went with their prisoner. To all appear- 
ances he answered the description given by 
Sheriff McCiain. He had on two pair of 
pants and two shirts when searched. 

Captain Thompson will communicate 
with the sheriff this morning and make ar- 
rangements to have the boy taken back to 
Marietta. 

Was a Bold Robbery. 


Early yesterday mormng two white girls 
appeared at police headquarters and told 
in an excited manner that some one had 
entered their room and stolen a 
large trunk’ containing their money 
and clothes.

Forty Years Ago Little Aleck Fought the 
Know Nothings and Broke Them 
Up in Georgia. 


Our farmers are going to be in a bad 
fix next winter. They wont have any 
nubbins to feed the steers oy. I never saw 
such big fine corn nor so much of it. I 
never saw such fine cotton in Bartow coun- 
ty nor so much of it. Our farmers made a 
fine crop of wheat and oats, and they will 
make a big crop of sweet potatoes. The 
gardens are fine, the cattle are fat, and 
the chickens are juicy. A kind providence 
and diligent. work beats the alliance and 
all its signs and grips and passwords and 
resolutions. I see that some farmers in 
South Carolina have recently passed a 
resolution that they will not sell their cot- 
ton seed for less than 20 cents a bushel. 
If they-mean by that to put them back in 
the land, it is good, but if they mean to 
farce the market price, it is as foolish as 
our state alliance at Macon, that a few 
years ago resolved that they would hold 
their cotton until it brought 12% cents a 
pound. But farmers generally have quit 
such foolishness and have fallen back on 
hard work. They had some fun, and a 
few of their leaders got into office but the 
masses never got their hands in the sub- 
treasury nor their cotton and grain in 
government warehouses. I never knew any 
good to come of these secret-class associa- 
tions, except where they are formed for 
charity. Those formed for political pur- 
poses are a menace to good government, 
and an insult to outsiders, i remember 
when the know-nothing party came into 
being and for a few months hovered over 
the country ltke a dark and threatening 
cloud. Those who did not belong to it 
felt subdued and alarmed for they did not 
know who they were nor whom to talk to 
in confidence. Some mornings we would 
find the sidewalk Spotted with 
1ed paper triangies that meant 
a secret meeting somewhere that night. 
If a municipal election came off the know- 
nothings never gaid a word, but when the 
ballots were counted men were elected who 
were ‘not candidates. Outsiders stood 
PY aghast. Many would have joined but 
were not wanted nor invited. “Put none 
but Americans on guard tonight’’ was the 
patriotic shibboleth, and no foreigi-born 
citizen need apply. Protesgant preachers 
were all in, but no priests nor Koman 
Catholics. But soon tne power of money 
began to be felt and some of the worst men 
were nominated for olftice. About that 
time Aleck Stephens had waked up to the 
Situation. He stumped the state against 
the new party, and so keen was his invec- 
tive, so masterly his arguments, that good 
men everywhere dropped out of it, and 
tneir cundidates were defeaied. it was 
withering and tragic w see the iittie giant 
fiash his dark eyes and hear him scream: 

“How now ye secret, dark and miduight 
hags! What is it ye do? A deed without a 
naiae,”’ Yes, @ party without,a nume, a 
party that darkenetn counsel withoui 
Knowledge; a siar chamber that would po- 
litically guillotine Lakwyette and Daron ae 
Steuben, if tney were here; a party that 
designating hypwcrites and disapyoinced 
demagvugues originated for their own ag- 
grandizement. 

Well, he Killed it in Georgia. Of course 
he ‘nad Relp and co-uperaiion, but he wus 
the cnier executioner. 

Let me see. Jnat was about forty vears 
ago, and now tnat same oid party aAas 
curne to life again unuer a new name—cine 
A, P. A.’s—anud its vilification of koman 
Catholics is just lke it was then. ‘ue 
papers sent me ‘from Duiuth and Rock 
Island teem with siander ana lies. Tney 
deciare the Roman Catholic priests to be 
libertines and the cvunvents wvagiios, 
and the editor of the Wuluth- pa- 
per boldly charges that the ceils in 
the basement of the convent in Duluth 
were built to imprison the nhuns who re- 
fused to submit themselves to tne priests. 
The Duluth paper says that the assertions 
that the Shermaus were Koman Catholics 
is an infamous, sianderous lie, and that if 
Rosecrans, McCiellan and McDoweil and 
McClennard were Roman Cajholics they 
were utter failures aS commanders; tUnat 
out of the 144,wW0 Catholic Irishmen in the 
union army, over 100,00 of them deserted, 
and that it was Roman Catholic infiuence 
that caused the assassination of Lincoln 
and Garfield. They are awful mad with 
‘Mr. Cleveland for attending high mass on 
the death of Carnot, and denounce the pope 
for sending old Jeff Davis his aposvoiic 
blessing. Lhe anathemas in these papers 
are fearful, and I don’t see how they can 
keep up the lick. When 1 was young i read 
a bvok called “The Awful! Disclosures. of 
Maria Monk.’”” Maria was an escaped nun 
from a Roman Catholic convent in Mon- 
treal, and her pitiful story was as start- 
ling as is that of Ida Weils on the southern 
people. She sold 26u,0W copies in a little 
time, and was a great heroine in the best 
society of New York and Boston. But by 
and by the whole story was aisproved by a 
committee of Protestant clergymen in @on- 
treal, and Maria had to retire as a fraud 
and an impostor. But she made a snug 
fortune to retire on, and that is what ida 
is trying to do. The foois are not ali dead 
yet, and she knows it. 

But no party can ride into power on the 
Waves of persecution, especiully religious 
persecution, The A. P, A.’s will only make 
the Roman Catholics stronger and more 
zealous. They are strong now. They can 
stand alone, even in a sectarian war. 
The pope and the cardinal and 
archbishops have recently made 
a deciararion against the iqucr traffic that 
will have a wide-spread influence for gZ00a 
g0vernment in this country. I wonder what 
Duluth will say about that. But persecu- 
tion, boycotting, exiling, disqualifying for 
oftice and general ostracism for opinion’s 
Sake has never been a lasting success. 
Haman thought he had the dead wood on 
peeing nt _ Ba ae but Haman was 
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Slain with the sword. Se Tae 
But, what excuse can the people of the 
have for this ersecu- 
tion of the Roman Catholics? gather 
from these organs of the A. P. As. that 
one grievous complaint against the Irish is 
that they vote tne democratic ticket and 
hurrah for Grover Cleveland, and are 
against a protective tariff and are friendly 
to southern traitors. This is about the sum 
of their offending, and for this they are 
not to hold office-nor to be employed in 
any capacity i fa Protestant can be ob- 
tained to do the work required.” These 
two things constitute the creed_of the A. P. 
As. Then, how can any self-respecting 
southern man join them or give them aid 
and comfort in any way? Jefferson said 
that error ceases to be dangerous when 
reason is left free to combat it—and there 
never was a time when reason was as 
free and as intelligent as it is now in the 
United States. The whole thing is a repub- 
lican scheme, but it will not work in the 
south. Our people are getting hard to fool 

with bait that does not hide the hook.
